FRIENDS SEE TRAGEDY. 


Brazilian a Rival of Santos-Du- 
mont in Aerial Navigation, 
_and He Claimed His Bal- 
loon the Better. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 

PARIS, Monday, 8 a. m.—Senhor Augusto 
Severo, the Brazilian aeronant, and a com- 
panion met death this morning, during an 
ascension in thig city. | 

The airship,exploded while some distance 
above the earth, hurling both aeronauts to 
their death. | 

Severo and his companion were killed by 

© explosion, 

The tragedy in the air was witnessed by 
a number of friends of the inyentor, whom 
he had invited to witness his experiments. 

The balloon seemed doing well when the 
accident happened. 


Rival of Santos-Dumont, 

Severo’s airship was a rival of that. bullt 
by Santos-Dumont and friends of the inven- 
tor deélared it would beat the other fiying 
machine. 

In previous tests the balloon, held by a 
rope, ascended forty meters. The motors 
were then started, The balloon obeyed the 
impulse of its propellers, steering easily and 
maintaining perfect equilibrium. The few 
persons who were present at the park enthus- 


‘iastically applauded Sefior Severo and the 


two assistants who accompanied him in the 
ascent. f 
Successful in Two Tests. 

Sefior Severo’s airship was called La Paix. 
It had made two ascensions at the Vauga- 
rarsa Aerostatic Park since May 4. Upon 
both occasions La Paix was held by a rope 
at the height of forty meters. In this posi- 
tion the airship maneuvered for a short time 
successfully. 

After the ascension of May 4 Sefior Severo 
‘said he would not make.another trial until 
there was perfectly fair weather, and that 
he would then attempt to extend his flight. 

Studied Problem Twenty Years. 

Sefior Augusto Severo had occupied him- 
self with the problem of air flying for more 
‘than twenty years.’ ?fir 1881 he carried out 
some interesting steerable kite experiments 
in Brazil. In 1804 he constructed a large 
steerable balloon, but the results with this 
were not satisfactory. 

Sefior Severo was at one time a Deputy 
and President of the Budget committee in 
the Parliament at Rio Janeiro. He was born 
forty years ago. 

Sefior Severo arrived in Paris with a fly- 
ing machine last November. He then an- 
nounced his intention to sail across and 
around Paris. His last balloon carried a 
car shaped like a long parallelogram, drawn 
up directly beneath the balloon. 


Dimensions of the Airship. 

The dimensions of the Severo airship 
were approximately thifty-seven feet in 
diameter at its greatest thickness, ninety- 
eight feet in length, and of 70,000 cubic feet 
capacity. 

Compared to that of Dumont, with its 
greatest thickness of twenty feet, length of 
112 feet, and capacity of only 2,300 cubfc 
feet, it can be seen that it was much more 
formidable in size. 


Complicated Propeller System. 

The Severo machine was driven by a 
complicated arrangement of propellers set at 
various angles to the axis and plane of the 
machine, 

In one radical feature the ship differed 
from that of Santos-Dumont, the main drivers 
were connected by sets of gearing so that 
the axes of the propeers were coincident 
with the axis gf the cigar shaped gas bag. 

In the ship of Dumont the propellers or 
drivers are some distance below the balloon 
proper, on a spiderlike rigging of steel and 


wire. 
Gas Bag Made Rigid. 

One of the chief claims set up by Severo 
for his ship was the rigidity of the gas bag, 
through which he had passed an arrange- 
ment of rods which kept the bag distended 
to its full stretch. f 

The Santos-Dumont balloon has an inner 
pouch, into, which air is pumped by the aero- 
naut until it exerts.sufficient pressure against 
the surrounding gas to keep the outer skin 
fully inflated. 

Viewed externally, the balloon of Severo 
looked like a huge double pointed cigar, but 
a transverse section of the gas bag showed 
that it had a slot along its entire length, 
something like an inverted V, so the gas bag 
in a sense straddled the mechanica! rigging 
which carried the car and the motors. ° ; 


Balanced by Weights. 

The balance of the machine was maintained 
partly by a shifting of weights, but chiefly 
by a varying speed in the rotation of the 
various fan-like propellers which were under 
separate control. 

All divergence from the horizontal was to 
be accomplished through the use of aero- 
planes slanted slightly, so that when the 
ship was forced-ahead it would rise or fall 
according’ to the angle of the planes. ; 


x First Trip Without Anchor. 

The ascension made this morning by Severo 
| was the first attempt at an extended voyage 
he had made with his ship. During previous 
trial ascensions he had never let go his an- 
chor ropes and was always able to return to 
the ground without any difficulty. 

Being a man of Mmited means Severo 
found the inflation of his balloon an exceed- 
ingly expensive matter and was not able to 
make many preliminary voyages. 

Severo was a man of family, having seven 
children at home in Brasil. Physically he 
was nearly twice the size of his rival, Santos- 
Duimont, who is now on the way to Paris to 
further work out his plans for the St. Louis

Wreck of Maine Decorated. 


Some thoughtful Cubans had caused the 
Stars and Stripes to be raised on a project- 
ing mast top of the wrecked Maine, and a 
huge floral wreath was also hung on the 
wreck, which was a mute but impressive 
contribution to the welcome of Palma. Many 
persons removed their hats as they passed 
the hulk of the once mighty ship, in honor 
of the memory of those Americans who slep 
beneath in the ocean, and whose death, as a 
Cuban remarked, decided the freedom of 
the Cubans. After a procession to the pal- 
ace, where the Mayor welcomed Palma, he 
was taken to the home given by the Cubans 
to the wife of General Gomez, who had 
ben waiting for the President to be the first 
occupant.

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LUMBER YARD INTHEDRIVE _, 
DISTURBS MORNING SLUMBER. 


Shouting Men and Rattling Wagons 
Awaken Residents— Timber from 
" Steamer Matthew Wilson Is Saved. 


The Lake Shore drive, between Cedar 
street and North avenue, was transformed 
into a lumber yard yesterday, and teams and 
shouting men were busy all day long carting 
away the deckload of timber that had been 
washed off the steam barge Matthew Wilson. 

Residents aléng the shore were awakened 
at an unseemly hour by the noise, and some 
one telephoned to the police. A squad of men 
was sent from the East Chicago Avenue Sta- 
tion, and the workers were warned to be less 
boisterous, 

The action of the police lessened the noise, 
but the work continued. Eight to ten wagons 
were lined up at a time before the residences, 
while men in the surf, on the shore, and along 
the drive labored loading them up. By night 
75,000 feet of timber had been carted away 
by the insurance companies under whose 
auspices the work was carried on. 

When the lumber left the barge Wilson 
thé wind took it northwest and cast It 
along the shore, beginning just north of 


,Captain Streeter’s district and ending at 
‘the fountain in Lincoln Park. 


“Woed pi- 
rates "’ with axes and hand carts began to 
gather at sunrise and were splitting up the 
wood when discovered by Policerian Don- 
nelly of the ‘park force. He notified the 
city police and they informed the owners 
of the barge, the Muskegon Steam Barge 
company. 

By the time the residents of the drive 
arose for breakfast the street was a sconce 
of activity. Between 150 and 200 men were 
on hand to save the wreckage. Some in 
rubber clothing waded into the surf and 
gathered in the best of the lumber, handed 
it to another relay, who stacked it on the 
lawns. Lumber which was beating against 
the shore outside tfie dilapidated sea wall 
was seized with fron picks and pulled up. 
Before the police were called the yelling 
rivaled that heard on the docks of Goose 
Island. 

_ At two points the greater part of the lumber 
was cast up and gatheredin heaps. One was 


directly in front’ of the Palmer residence, | 


where four teams were placed most of the 
day and the other was at the foot of Cedar 
street, where five teams were stationed. In 
the Streeter district two more wagons wert 
stationed and several watch men who feared 
that the followers of the Captain might do 
a little building.

Three Other Towns Destroyed. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.] — 

FORT DE FRANCE, Island of Martinique, 
| May 11.—It is now known that three large 
towns besides St. Pierre were destroyed in 
Thursday morning’s ‘catastrophe. They 
were Le Carbet, four miles south of St. 
Pierre, and Le Precheur, four and a half 
miles northwest, and Manceau. 

Le Carbet had a population of nearly. 
6,000 and Le Precheur between 3,500 and 
4,000. Manceau was smaller. 

These towns were properly suburbs of 
St. Pierre, although they had separate mu- 
nicipal organizations. They were situated | 
at the foot of the mountains Piton de Carbet 
and Piton de Precheur, and many of the in- 
habitants saved themselvés by taking to the 
high ground. In this manner between 4,000 
and 5,000 were saved. They are still in the 
hills, their escape practically shut off by 
the sea of lava. Plans are being made for 
rémoving them. 


First Landing at St. Pierre. 


1 landing was made at St. Pierre yesterday 
afternoon for the first time since the town 
was destroyed. The Captain of the French 
cruiser with a party of officers and men anda 
commission of citizens from Fort de France, 
landed south of the town. The party made 
its way through the labyrinth of ruins and 
found practically, every building in ruins. 

Thousands of déad bodies, naked, mutilated 
and frightfully burned, were piled in heaps 
in all parts of the town, while other thousands 
were burned under the ashes, mud, and lava 
which had overwhelmed the Islands. 

The work of burning the rapidly decompos- 
ing bodies was begun at once. 


Lava Torrent Still Flowing. 


The searching party found that the entire 
northern end of the island wasinruins. The 
lava from Mont Pelee continues to flow down 
the mountain sides in a seemingly never- 
ending torrent, and the great mass is steadily 
incroaching to the northward. Every vil- 
lage and plantation in its pathway is de- 
stroyed. Streams are dried up. Foed is de- 
stroyed, and the people who escaped death 
in the fiery flood or suffocation in the dense 
clouds of ashes are perishing of hunger and 
thirst. ; 


Further Details of the Eruption. 


Advices received here today from the vicin- 
ity of St. Pierre contain further details of 
the terrible volcanic upheaval. 

The crater of Mont Pelee had been wearing 
its *“‘ smoke. cap since the 3d of May, but 
there was nothing until last Monday to in- 
dicate that there was the slightest danger, 
On that day a stream of boiling lava burst 
through the top of the crater and plunged 
into the valley of the River Blanche, over- 
whelming the Guerin sugar works and kill- 
ing twenty-three work people and the son of 
the proprietor. 

A commission had been appointed by the 
Governor to investigate the outbreak, and it 
returned a reassuring report 6n Wednesday 
evening. But about 8 o’clock on Thursday 
morning a shower of fire rushed down on 
St. Pierre and the coast from Le Carbet, 
which had a population of 6,000, to Le 
Precheur, which had a population of 4,000, 
burning up everything in its path, 

Throughout Thursday the heat in the 
vicinity of St. Pierre was so intense and 
the stream of flowing lava Was so unremit- 
ting that it was impossible to approach the 
town during the early part of the day. As 
evening approached the French cruiser 
Suchét, after a heroic battle with the heat, 
suffocation, and sulphur fumes, succeeded 
in making a dash toward the shore, nearing 
the land close enough to enable it to pick up 
thirty survivors Of the disaster, all of whom 
were horribly burned and mutilated. | 


: Panic in Fort de France. 

The inhabitants of Fort de France were 
panic-stricken the morning of the disaster, 
when the sky suddenly blackened until it was 
as dark as at midnight. The sea shrank 
| back thirty yards and hot rain began to 
fall, while gravel the size of walnuts poured 
down on the town. This lasted about fifteen 
minutes. 

The 450 survivors who were brought here 
yesterday from the vicinity of St, Pierre by 
the French cable repair ship Pouyer Guer- 
tier came from the town of Le Precheur, 
where, surrounded on all sides by flowing 
lava, they were nearly roasted to death and

The work of relief is progressing here on 
the most extensive scale possible, but, in an- 
ticipation of disturbances, the treasury 
building and the warehouses are guarded by 
troops.

VINCENT 15 IN RODS. 


NORTH HALF OF ISLAND LAID 
WASTE BY LAVA. 


More than Five Hundred Known to Be 
Dead and Whole Districts Are Yet 
to Be Heard From—Streams of 
Molten Lava Burn Becey Village 
and Piantation in Their Pathway— 
Food and Water Are Gone and Peo- 
ple Are Dying of Famine. 


[BY CABLE TO THS CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

KINGSTOWN, Island of St. Vincent, May 
10.—[Saturday, delayed.]—It is certain that 
more than 500 persons have already perished 
in the rain of lava from the craters of the 
volcano in the northwest part of the island. 

The lava has destroyed several districts, 
with their live stock. People’are fleeing to 
this town, streams are dried up and in many 
places a food and water famine is threatened. 
The government is feeding numbers of suf- 
ferers from the outbreak. 

Great physical changes have taken. place 
in the neighborhood of the Souffiere. 


Every Hour Brings Sadder News. 

Several districts have not yet been heard 
from and the scene of the eruption is unap- 
proachable. Every hour brings sadder 
news. The nurses and dectors are o r- 
worked. . 

It is impossible to ‘Blve details at 
present. 

As a result of the disaster on this island 
all business has been susgended for three 
days. The public/mind is still unsettled, fear- 
ing further disaster. 

Among the deaths are whole families, 
whose corpses are, in several places, still 
lying unburied. The dead will be interred 
in trenches. 


Explosion at Soufriere. 

After. numerous earthquakes during the 
preceding fortnight, accompanied by sub- 
terranean noises in the direction of the 
Soufriere volcano on the northwest part of 
the island, a loud explosion from the crater 
occurred on Monday last, and the water in 
the crater lake ascended tn a stupendous 
cloud of steam and exploded heavily. 

The noises grew louder continually till 
Wednesday morning, when the old crater, 
three miles in circumference, and the new 
crater formed by the last eruption belched 
smoke and stones, forcing the residents of 
Wallibou and Richmond Valley, beneath the 
volcano, to flee to Chateau Belair for refuge. 

The thunderous noises, which were con- 
tinually increasing, were heard in neighbor- 
ing islands 200 miles away. 


Steam Eight Miles High. 

At midday the craters ejected enormous 
columns of steamy vapor, rising majestically 
eight miles high and expanding into wonder- 
ful shapes, resembling enormous cauh- 
flowers, gigantic wheels, and beautiful 
flower forms, all streaked up and down and 
crosswise with vivid flashes of lightning, 
awing the beholder and impressing the mind 
with fear. The mountain labored to rid 
itself of a mass of molten lava, which later 
flower over in six streams down the side of 
the volcano, and the greater noises follow- 
ing united in one continuous roar all evening, 
through the night to Thursday morning, ac- 
companied with black rain, falling dust, and 
favilla scorie, attended with midnight 
darkness all Wednesday, creating feelings 
of fear and anxious suspense. 

On the morning of Friday there was 
fresh eruption and ejection of flery matter, 
more dust covering the island, in some 
places two feet deep. 

- The crater is still active as this dispatch 
is sent and great loss of life is believed to 
have occurred. 


Lava Destroys All in Path. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

POINT-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, May 9.— 
[Delayed.]—There has been a tremendous 
volcanic eruption in the Island of St. Vin- 
cent. Beginning at 10 o'clock on the night 
of May 7, a thundering noise was heard com- 
ing from-La Soufriere, and this continued 
until 10 o’clock the next morning. This roar- 
ing was accompanied with vivid flashes of 
lightning. The people were thrown into a 
state of panic. 

Vast columns of smoke ascended from the 
volcano, and at 3 o'clock scoria began to 
fall like hail. This continued for half an 
hour, when heavy dust began to fall and 
continued for hours. Lava was discharged 
in great streams, then plunged down the 


mountain side, burning the tropical foliage 


like so much dried straw. The Walliboo and 
Richmon estates are reported to have been 
overwhelmed by the lava. 6 

No damage was done at ChAteau by the 
fire, but the place was covered with dust to 
the depth of two feet. At 2.o’clock fn the 
afternoon large stones began falling in the 
streets of Georgetown. 

At the time this dispatch is sent the 
Soufriere is still in eruption and the moun- 
tain is emitting a deafening roar. There is 
the greatest consternation among the peo- 
ple, they fearing that part of the island will 
be destroyed by earthquakes. At 4 o'clock 
in the afternoon it was so dark in Kingstown 
that it was necessary to light lamps. It is 
feared that the loss of life will be great.

London Fears the Worst. 

LONDON, May 11, 12:30 a. m.—The latest 
reports received here say that the state of 
affairs in St. Vincent creates grave alarm, 
especially as dispatches from the Island of 
Dominica, forwarded Sunday, reported that 
the Souffiere volcano in St. Vincent was 
still in attive eruption. Four small boats 
loaded with refuges from Grand Riviere, Mar- 
tinique, have arrived at Dominica in a piti- 
able condition. They report that six other 
boats left that village at the same time. It 
is not known what became of them. 

The slight discrepancies in the various 
accounts of the volcanic outbreak in the 
West Indies, which have reached London, 
leave only a shadow of hope that the later 


details will greatly minimize the extent of 


the catastrophe, and the fear is beginning 
to seize the British papers that even worse 
news may come. 

3 Other Islands May Suffer. 

For instance, the Standard, in an editorial 
this morning, says: 

‘It is only too clear that the area affected 
is larger than known at first. If Dominica 
and St. Lucia have not suffered greatly there 
is reason to fear.that their turn may come, 
nor is it by any means certain that corre- 
sponding convulsions have not occurred or 
may not spon follow on the mainland of Cen- 
tral and South America. In the presence of 
such forces man is helpless, and we can 
only prepare to relieve the survivors as 

speedily as possible. 

** The United States has set us an 
able example.” 

Governor Unable to Land. 

The Governor of the Windward Islands has 
cabled to the Colonial: office from St. Lucia 
as follows: 


“In continuatfon of my last telegram, my 


intention was to go to St. Vincent in a small 
coasting steamer; but I was strongly advised 
not to attempt the trip as the steamer nar- 
rowly escaped being wrecked yesterday, and 
as the weather was looking bad in that direc- 
tion. The island is invisible, owing to a 
dense black fog, cinders, and sand. I am 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of a _war- 
ship."’ 

‘fhe Colonial office announced that 
in addition to the British cruiser Indefatiga- 
bie, ordered to St. Vincent from Trinidad, 
the British third class cruiser Pallas has 
been ordered to St. Vincent from Jamaica 
with supplies for the sufferers on the former 


island. 


EDWARD IS ANXIOUS FOR NEWS.

King of England Grieved by Disaster 
in West Indies—Will Contribute 
to Relief Fund. 


LONDON, May 11.—King Edward ts deep- 
ly concerned about the terrible news from 
the West Indies. He has ordered that all 
the dispatches the government receives on 
the subject be sent immediately to Bucking- 
ham Palace by special messenger, and has 
intimated his desire to contribute towards 
any fund which may be raised for the relief 
of the sufferers. 

It is understood that the government is 
waiting for more definite news of the St. 
Vincent. disaster before asking the Lord 
Mayor of London, Sir Joseph Dimsdale, to 
open a fund at the Mansion House, but it is 
certain this will be done speedily. 

The Colonial office was open throughout 
Sunday, but beyond a dispatch from Ad 
ministrator Bell of the Island of Dominica 
éonfirming the total destruction of S8t. 
Pierre, Martinique, no additional details were 
received. 


WITNESSES TELL OF ERUPTION. 


American Consul at Point-a-Pitre In- 
terviews Men Who Saw the De- 
gtfuction of St. Pierre.

POINT-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe, May 
{[Delayed.]}—The American Consul went on

MANY REFUGEES AT DOMINICA. 


Men, Women, and Children Arrive 
from Martinique in Small Boatsin 
Fearful Plight. 

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

DOMINICA, B. W. L., May 11.—The scenes 
in Dominica are heartrending. Men, women, 
and children in small boats are arriving in 
a destitute condition and bewailing the loss | 
of relatives. Everybody, high and low, is 
succoring them with food and shelter. A 
government grant has been made to enable 
relief in the form of food, which will be sent 
immediately. 

On May 7, the day before the destruction of 
St. Pierre, distant detonations were heard 
in St. Thomas, St. Kitts, Antigua, Guade- 
loupe, and Dominica, from 2:30 p. m. to 8 a. 
m. the next morning, resembling heavy artil- 
lery, accompanied by seismic tremors.in dif- 
ferent parts of Dominica. Roseneau, the 
capital of Dominica, was covered with fine 
volcanic dust and the atmosphere was thick. 

Many canoes are bringing refugees to Do- 
minica from.the windward side of Mar- 
tinique, mostly peasants, whose cabins and 
crops have been destroyed. The streams are 
all choked with lava.

“Of the thirty persons who were orig- 
inally rescued by the French cruiser Suchet 
the majority were fearfully burned and nine 
died while on their way to the hospital.

WORSE THAN ATKRAKATOA 


MARTINIQUE HORROR SIMILAR 
TO ERUPTION IN 1883. 


Sir Robert Ball's Story of Former Dis- 


aster Shows That Noise of Explosion 
Was Heard 3,000 Miles from Island 
Where It Happened—Action of Vol- 
canoes and Causes Leading Up to 
Them Explained—Pressture Forces 
Lava Out, 


There have been terrible earthquakes in 
the world’s history, where the slaughter of 
human life has been greater than that at St. 
Pierre. But in the record of deaths caused 
by volcanic eruptions and the cremation of 
thousands of humans by great molten 
streams from the throats of mountains, as 
from the mouth of Mont Pelee, the Martin- 
ique horror is the worst of all. «& 

Vesuvius wrought no more destruction of 
human life at Pompeli and Herculaneum 
than did Mont Pelee at St. Pierre. Even the 
awful eruption of Krakatoa numbered the 
killed at 36,000, while in the present reports 
from Martinique the figure of the slain 
reaches 40,000. 


Described by Sir Robert Ball. 


negardaing the causes of voicanic eruptions, 
Sir Robert Ball writes as follows: 

“The internal heat of the earth derived 
from the priméval nebula ts in no way more 
strikingiy illustrated than by the phenom- 
ena of volcanoes. The evidence has proved 
that under the extraordinary pressure which 
prevails in the earth the materials in the 
central portions of our globe behave with 
the characteristics. of solids rather than of 

ulds. 
“a Bui, though this applies to the deep 
seated regions of our globe, it need not uni- 
versally apply to the surface, or within a 
moderate depth from the surface. Whether 
the circumstances are such that the pressure 
is relaxed then the heat is permitted to ex- 
ercise its properties of transforming the 


solids into liquids. 
Forced Through Earth’s Surface. 


“ Masses of matter near the earth’s erust 
are thus, in certain circumstances and in cer- 
tain localities, transformed into the fluid or 
viscid form. In that state they may issue 
from a volcano and flow in: sluggish cur- 

as lava. 
has been much difference of opin- 
ion as to the immediate cause of volcanic 
actions, but there can be little doubt that 
the energy which is manifested in a volcanic 
eruption has been originally derived in some 
way from the contraction of the primeval 
Orns extraordinary vehemence that a 
yoleanic eruption sometimes attains may be 
specifically illustrated by the case of the 
great eruption at Krakatoa. It is indeed 
believed that in the annals of the earth 


there has been no record of a volcanic erup- 


tion so vast as that which bears the name 
of this little island in the far Eastern seas, 
10,000 miles from our shores. | 


Krakatoa Almost Unknown. 


Until the year 1883 few ever heard of Kra- 
katoa. It was unknown to fame as are hun- 
dreds of other gems of glorious vegetation 
set in tro waters. It was not inhabited. 
but the natives from the surrounding shores 
of Sumatra and Java used occasionally to 
draw their canoes upon its beach while they 
roamed through its jungles in search of the 
wild fruits that abounded there. | 

“In 1883 Krakatoa suddenly sprang inta 
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notoriety. Insignificant though it had seemed 
hitherto, the little island was soon to compel, 
by its tones of thunder, the whole world to 
pay instant attention. It was to become the 
scene of a volcanic outbreak so appalling 
that it is destined to be remembered through- 
out the ages. 


First Signs of Eruption. 


‘*In the spring of that year there were 
symptoms that the volcanic powers in Krak- 
atoa were once more about to awake from 
their slumbers that had endured for many 
generations. Notable warnings were given. 
Earthquakes were felt and deep rumblings 
proceeded from the earth, showing that some 
disturbance was in preparation and that the 
old volcano was again to burst forth after 
its long period of rest. 

At first the eruption did not threaten to be 
serious, in fact, the good people of Batavia, 
so far from being terrified at what was pass- 
ing in Krakatoa, thought the display was 
such an attraction that they chartered a 
steamer and went forth for a pleasant picnic 
to the island. 

“With cautious steps the more venture- 
some of the excursion party clambered up 
the sides of the volcano, guided by the sounds 
which were issuing from its summit. There 
they beheld a vast column of steam pouring 
forth with terrific nofse from an opening 
about thirty yards in width. 

“As the summer advanced the vigor of 
Krakatoa steadily increased.” The noises 
became more and more vehement. They 
were presently audible on shores ten miles 
distant and then twenty miles distant: and 
still these noises waxed louder and louder, 
until the great thunders of the volcano. so 
rapidly developing, astonished inhabitants 
that dwelt over an area at least as large as 


Great Britain, and there were other symp- 


toms of the approaching catastrophe. 


Air Filled with Fine Dust. 
“With each 
quantity of fine dust was projected aloft 
into the clouds. The wind could not carry 
this dust away as rapidly as it was huried 
upward by Krakatoa and the atmosphe-e 
became heavily charged with the suspend- 
ed particles. A pall of darkness thus hung 
over the adjoining seas and islands. such 
was the thickness and the density of the 
atmospheric volumes of Krakatoa dust 
that for a hundred miles around the dark- 
ness of midnight prevailed at midday. 
“This supreme effort it was which pro- 
duced the mightiest noise that, so far as 
can be ascertained, has ever been heard 
on this globe. -It must have been indeed 
a loud noise which could travel from Kra- 
katoa and preserve vehemence over so 
great a distance, but.we should form an 
inadequate conception of the energy of 
the Krakatoa if we thought that its sounds 
were heard by those merely a hundred miles 
off.. This would be little indeed compared 
with what is recorded on testimonies which it 
dis impossible to doubt. 
_“ Westward from Krakatoa stretches the 


successive convulsion a 


wide expanse of the Indian Ocean. On the 
opposite side from the Straits of Sunda lies 
the Island of Rodriguez, the distance from 
Krakatoa being almost 3,000 miles. It has 
been proved by evidence which cannot be 
doubted that the thunders of the great vol- 
cano attracted the attention of an intelligent 
coast guard on Rodriguez, who carefully 
noted the character of the sounds and the 
time of their occurrence. He had heard 
them just four hours after the actual ex- 
plosion, for this is the time the sound oc- 
cupied on its journey. 

“ Among the many other incidents con- 
nected with this explosion I may specially 

ention the wonderful system of divergent 
ripples that started in the atmosphere from 
the point at which the eruption took place, I 
have called them ripples from the obvious 
resemblance which they bear to the circular 
expanding ripples produced by raindrops 
which fall upon the still surface of the water, 
but it would be more correct to say that 
these were a series of great undulations 
which started from Krakatoa and spread 
forth in ever enlarging circles through our 
atmosphere. 


Air Waves Encircle Earth. 


“The initial impetus was so tremendous 
that these waves spread for hundreds and 
thousands of miles. They diverged, in fact, 
until they put a mighty girdle round the 
earth, on a great circle, of which Krakatoa 
was the pole. The atmospheric waves, with 
the whole earth now well in their grasp, ad- 
vanced into the opposite hemisphere, In 
their progress they had necessarily to form 
gradually contracting circles, until at last 
they converged to a point In Central Amer- 
ica at the opposite point of the diameter of 
our earth, 10,000 miles from Krakatoa. 

‘Thus the waves completely embraced the 
earth; every part of our atmosphere had been 
set into a tingle by the great eruption. In 
Great Britain the waves passed over our 
heads: the air in our streets, the air in our 
houses trembled from the volcanic impulse. 
The oxygen supplying our lungs was re- 
sponding also to the supreme convulsion that 
took place 10,000 miles away.” 


PLEASURE BOAT OFF TO ISLES. 


William P. Eno’s Yacht First Vessel of 
Rich New-Yorkers to Start on 
Excursion Trip. 


New York, May 11.—[Special.]—The steam 
yacht Aguillo, belonging to William P. Eno 
of New York is now on the way with its 
owner and a large party of guests, bound 
for Martinique and St. Vincent, to witness 
the volcanic eruptions, having left this port 
on Saturday afternoon. 

The indications are that the vessel will be 
followed by a number of the larger steam 
yachts belonging to this port, even including 
some of those now out of commission. 

At the New York Yacht club today several 
of the guests discussed the feasibility of mak- 
ing the trip at once. Of the big seagoing 
yachts capable of making the voyage that 
are now out of commission it was believed 
work weuld be commenced on more than one 
to get them into readiness for a trip to the 
West Indies. 

Everybody who discussed the subject ex- 
pressed a desire to make the trip to witness 
one of the most extraordinary spectacles of 
recent times. The belief was commonly ex- 
pressed that the eruptions will be by no means 
of a temporary nature, but will continue for 
months if not for years. 

Certainly, it was said, there will be ex- 
plosions and discharges of fire and lava going 
on long enough to enable a fast yacht from 
New York to reach the neighborhood. Even 
should the eruptions have ceased by the time 
Martinique and St. Vincent have been reach- 
ed, the sights to be seen there would, it was 
thought, well repay anybody for the.trip. 
“Mountains split asunder, gigantic bowlders 


thrown up, vast extents of territory covered 
with rock and ashes, ruined towns and cold 
lava streams will be spectacles that can be 
seen ahy time within the next year or two 
on the two islands.

MANILA, May 11.—General Chaffee ar- 
rived today at Malabang, Island of Min- 
danao, where he was met by General Davis, 
the commander of the American forces in the 
islands. Generals Chaffee and Davis, with 
an escort, at once started to ride to Lake 
Lanao, in the interior, which they will reach 
tomorrow. 

The American forces in the Province of 
Batangas, southern Luzon, have been con- 
centrated at several towns in the province. 
This action is taken because armed insurgent 
resistance in the province has ceased. 


Debtors’ Prisons Must Go. 


The United States Philippine Commission 
has passed a law abolishing imprisonment 
for debt after the debtor has sworn to bank- 
ruptcy. Until this law goes into effect the 
expenses of those persons who now are in jail 
for debt must be borne by their prosecutors, 
and must be paid weekly. 


Modifies Customs Rule. 


W. M. Shushter, customs collector for the 
Philippine Islands, has abolished the system 
which required travelers to obtain passports 
before leaving the isiands, but the order com- 
pelling them to obtain permits to remove 
their baggage is still in force.

BOER NEGOTIATIONS REVIEWED. 


London Times Tells What Has Been 
' Done Regarding Terms for Peace 
in South Africa. 


[uY CAPLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIRUNF.’ 

LONDON. May 12. 8 a. m.—The Times this 
morning relates the course of the peace ne- 
gotiations as follows: 

On the receipt of the Dutch correspondence 
intimating that Great Britain was ready to 
listen to proposals from the Boers in the 
field, Acting President of the Transvaal 
Schalk-Burger came to the British lines and 
asked permission to consult with Mr. Steyn, 
former President of the Orange Free State. 
This led to the Boer delegates going to Pre- 
toria. Their first proposal to Lord Kitchener 
and Lord Milner. the British High Commis- 
sioner in south Africa, was that the republics 
should merely concede all the demands made 
by Great Britain regarding the franchise, 
etc., before the war. 

The British government in reply referred 
them to the Middelburg conference as the 
maximum of possible concessions and re- 
fused permission to the Boers to consult their 
friends {n Europe. Eventually, while refus- 
ing an armistice, Lord Kitchener undertook 
not to molest the burghers while they were 
actually holding meetings with the com- 
mandoes to authorize the leaders to negotiate 
on the basis of the surrender of independence, 
but they were told it was useless to return 
to Pretoria without being armed with full 
powers to negotiate. 

Mr. Schalk-Burger assented to this, but Mr. 
Steyn’s acquiescence seemed doubtful. 

Mail advices received from Pretoria, con- 
tinues the Times, declare that Lords Kitch- 
ener and Milner promised generous com- 
pensation for burned farms, raised no diffi- 
culty with regard to the pardon of banished 
leaders, and gave assurances that the ques- 
tion of amnesty for rebels did not present in- 
superable difficulties. 

The Times in an editorial on this matter is 
not hopeful that peace will be the outcome 
of such negotiations and fears that theresult 
of the election of a member of Parliament 
for Bury, Lancashtre, will influence the 
Boers to further resistance. 


FORTUNE LOST IN WRECK. 


Chicago Man Loses $50,000 in Securi- 
ties in Recent Disaster on Santa 
Fe Railroad. 


Without baggage and still excited by their 
experience, a number of persons who were 
in the Santa Fé wreck at Flagstaff, Ari.,last 
Tuesday arrived in Chicago yesterday. All 
were regretting the loss of their baggage. 
some of which was exceptionally valuable. 

Mr. and Mrs. Louis Clarke, son of J. V. 
Clarke, President of the Hibernian Banking 
association,.report the loss of stocks and 
bonds valued at more than $50,000. 

The wreck, which was caused by the col- 
lapse of a bridge which had been weakened 
by fire, was unique in that photographs were 
taken of it ten minutes and twenty-five 
minutes after it occurred. These photographs 
show the flames about the dining car, where 
the fire began, while the later pictures show | 
the baggage and mail cars to be on fire. With 
these pictures as evidence the passengers 
hope to establish their claims for compensa- 
tion. 

The train left Los Angeles at 4 p. m. on 
May 5 and arrived at Flagstaff at 1:30 p. m. 
the next day. When a mile and a half out of 
Flagstaff the train struck the weakened 
bridge. The engine and baggage and smoking 
cars passed over the bridge, but the dining 
ear, containing a number of passengers, 
broke through. It fell ten feet and the gas 
tanks underneath were exploded by the 
shock. 

It is charged by the passengers that the 
trainmen were so confused that they made 
little attempt to save the baggage and mail. 
One of the passengers tried to open the bag- 
gage car, but. found it locked. With a pocket 
camera he took a picture of the fire, 
which then was burning only in the dining 
ear. Soon a wrecking crew arrived from 
Flagstaff and about this time photographs 
were taken of the other cars. 

Mr. Clarke was on his way from Pasadeha, 
where he has resided for several years, to 
make his home in Chicago. In his trunks 
were stocks and bonds to the amount of $50,- 
000 or more, and these were burned. 

The amount of the losses sustained by the 
other passengers is not known, but the Santa 
Fé officials in Chicago say the aggregate is 
not great. 

Passengers on the ill-fated train believe 
that one of their number was burned to 
death, for when tickets were given out after 
the disaster for a continued trip on another 
train it is said that the conductor had one 
more ticket than there were applicants for 
them.

FRENCH MINISTRY GAINS 


REBALLOTING SHOWS INCREASE 
OF NINE DEPUTIES. 

Out of 168 Seats in Chamber for Which 
Second Vote Was Necessary Govern, 
ment Wins 128 and Anti-Ministeri- 
alists Win 40—Joseph Reinach, the 
Dreyfus Champion, Is Defeated— 
Hand of Waldeck-Rousseau Great- 
ly Strengthened. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNB.] 

PARIS, May 11.—The result of 168 reball 
out of a total of 174 shows that 128 Minister- 
jalists and 40 anti-Ministerialists have been 
elected. 

The Ministerialists gain nine seats iw the 
Chamber as a result of the reballoting, the 
government’s majority is consequently ma- 
terially strengthened. 

The Dreyfus champion, Joseph Reinach, 
Republican, whose reappearance in political 
life was one of the features of the elections, 
has been defeated in his district of the De- 
partment of Basses-Alpes. 

In those districts where reballoting was 
held today for the election of members to the 
Chamber the crowds went early to the polls 
and voted quickly. 

The voting was ugusually heavy and there 
was much animation in some districts, es- 
pecially in the Twelfth, where the National- 
ists concentrated their forces in an effort 
to defeat the reélection by -reballcot of M. 
Millerand, the Minister of Commerce. The 
Nationalists failed, as Millerand secured a 
small majority. 

Throughout the evening the boulevards and 
the streets in the vicinity of the newspaper 
offices, where the returns were bulletined, 
were so crowded that traffic had to be sus- 
pended. The excitement continued until-a 
late hour tonght. There was but one disturb- 
ance. This occurred at a voting place in 
the Rue la Cordaire, after the polis were 
closed. M. Thiebaud, a defeated Nationalist 
candidate, was injured. 

The Nationalist press attempted to use the 
Crawford-Humbert scandal against the gov- 
ernment, hinting that the Ministerialists were 
backed by millions borrowed on the security 
of the Crawford heritage. 

M. Millerand, Minister of Commerce, and 
M. Leygues, Minister of Public Instruction, 
were successful. 

Paris has elected nineteen Ministerialists 
and riine anti-Ministerialists, the latter gain- 
ing three seats in the Chamber. The Deputies 
elected include M. Clovis Hugues, the poet 
Socialist, while MM. Viviani and ‘Allemane, 
Socialists, are defeated. 

The reports indicate that the re-ballot has 
been favorable to the government, as half 
the Ministerlalists, including M. Leygypes, 
the Minister of Public Instruetion; M. Bris- 
son and Jules Siegfried, former Minister 
of Commerce, were elected. 

M. Paschal Grousset, Ministerialist, a re- 
tiring Deputy, who was re-elected in Paris, 
died of apoplexy this evening. M. Lorthiois, 
Liberal Republican, who was elected at 
Lille, in the Department Du Nord, died 
shortly before the polis closed. 

All the anti-Ministerialists in Algeria 
were defeated. 

The only serious election disturbance re- 
ported occurred at Marseilles, where the 
quarters of the Fusion committee were 
mobbed. Windows were smashed and 
pistols were discharged. Nobody was in- 
jured and some arrests were made. —

“Packers make their profits largely from 
the by-products, which are worth from $2 
to $5 for each animal, and this is the one 
thing where the big packers have the ad- 
vantage over the small butcher, and has 
done a great deal toward driving the latter 
from the field. , 

** Discrimination by the railroads between 
the packing-house products and live animals 
between Missouri River points and Chicago 
is another thing that ought to be corrected, 
as it results in a great portion of the export 
meat being killed in the West and shuts off 
the Chicago live stock market to just that 
extent. The packers mentioned in the bill 
profit by it to the exclusion of the other 


houses, except the Omaha company, which | 


comes in again as a competitor.”’ | 


Thinks Charges Unfounded. 

John Clay of Clay, Robinson & Co. referred 
to the operations against the packers as “a 
lot of smoke with little fire back of it.”’ 

‘*T fail to see in the bill where anything 
more is charged against the meat packers 
than might be brought against the leading 
houses in almost any line of trade,” he said. 
“ They speak of a blacklist against the mar- 
ketmen who are not counted financially 
strong. I believe the banks have something 
that answers this same description, and they 
are not the only ones who will not extend 
credit to people who are not entitled to it. 

“This agitation is unfounded, in my opin- 
ion. I find that every one in the trade at 
large is apparently satisfied with the condi- 
tions, and none more so than the farmer. I 
think the people who have less to gain by 
the high prices of meats are the packers 
themselves. I have compared the prices 
my own marketman, charges me for meat 
with those on my bills three years ago and 
the figures have not increased in proportion 
with the advance in live stock. The market- 
man is taking less profit, but the packer 
shares in the loss. I believe the packers 
make more profit when stock sells low than 
at the present figure. Just at present they 
are getting more out of it by an advance in 
their by-products, but the profit on dressed 
meat has been cut down. 

“As for rebates given by railroads, that 
is an old story. The roads gave rebates to 
favored customers before I was born and I 
expect they will when I am dead. There 
have been times when the big packers have 
had the best of it through this means, but 
generally speaking the roads have been will- 
ing to grant these favors to all big shippers. 


Says There Is No Monopoly. 


“The market is controlled by supply and 
demand,” was the way W. H. Thompson put 
the case. ‘I have read the bill,’”’ he contin- 
ued, ‘‘ and from my own knowledge I do not 
look for any sweeping judgment against the 
packing-houses. It is true they control about 
60 per cent of all of those grades of meat 
which they handle, but that does not consti- 
tute a monopoly, and the fact that many 
other houses are doing business in the field 
they occupy shows how slight a control they 
have on the current prices.” 


Rebates Stopped Jan. 1. 


Evidence of the payment of rebates to 
packers was brought out in great detail at 
the investigation of the Interstate Commerce 
commission last winter. Prominent men in 
the railroads admitted the practices, and 
told how the rebates were paid and the 
amount in a number of cases. Since that 
time the United States courts have enjoined 
the railroads against these practices, and no 
one will admit that the injunction has been 
disobeyed in a single instance. sf 

“ Officials of the larger roads do not deny 
that rebates have been paid the packers, 
said Paul Morton of the Santa Fé, “ and all 
the eviflence necessary can be found in the 
recoraf of the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion. ut the practice is at an end, and is 
not likely to be resumed. Nothing of this 
sort has been done since new tariffs were 
published on Jan. 1.”

** Florodora,”’ the long awaited and eagerly 
anticipated, reached Chicago last evening, 
and the favor with which the now famous 
musical comedy was received by an audience 
that crowded the Illinois to its last permissi- 
ble standing place promises well for repeti- 
tion here of the pronounced success the work 
has scored during the last eighteen months 
in New York and in London. 

The audience whistled the melody of the 
celebrated ‘‘ Sextet"’ when the orchestra 
played it during the change of scene in act 
II. last night, and *“ i Want to Bea Military 
Man ”’ was heard on every side as the people 
left the theater at the close of the perform- 
ance. The music has long been familiar, 
thanks: to repeated orchestral and band pro- 
duction, and now that it is heard in its in- 
tegrity its popularity is assured. And it is 
music deserving of popularity. Leslie Stu- 
art has written with marked tunefulness, 
yet with avoidance of the bandal and hack- 
neyed, has employed catchy, taking rythms, 
and in his harmonigation and instrumenta- 
tion has displayed not cnly a keen sense for 
the euphonious and attractive but also a 
scholariness and a skill that are rarely met 
with in the writers of music of this kind. 
There are occasional suggestions in the score 
of the national and the old-fashioned in 
music that are réfreshing in their brightness 
and color and productive of considerable 
musical worth and interest. There was not 
a dull or ineffective number last night, and 
certain of them—‘‘ Under the Shade of the 
Palm,” the Sextet,’’ Somebody,’’ Tact.” 
**T’ve an Inkling,” and ** The Queen of the 
Philippine Islands ’’—proved so effective that 
double and triple encores were unavoidable. 

As for the performance, it is delightful in 
the beauty of coloring, the abundant anima- 
tion, and the smoothness and briskness that 
charasterize it. Rarely have costumes so 
rich in material, so exquisite in their color 
scheme and combination been seen in any 
similar production here, and the wearers of 
these costumes have been chosen by some 
one who was a capital judge of feminine 
pulchritude. In certain instances it would 
seem that fairness of face and form rather 
than vocal ability had been the standard 
applied. The six young women in the Sextet, 
for example, are a feast for the eye. but less 
satisfying to the ear; in fact, it is the singing 
of their six male associates that alone saves 
the celebrated selection from vocai disaster. 
Of the principals, Miss Redmond displays the 
most of voice and the best ability to sing, her 
song in the second act being the most satisfy- 
ing musical feature of the evening. Miss 
Hopper’s voice is as “* tiny "’ as she describes 
it to be in her topical song, but she uses it so 
skillfully and delivers her songs with so 
much of chic, such clearness,and such humor 
that they are irresistible. Miss Lowrie hasa 
voice with a peculiar, childish break in it, 
which lends effectiveness to her delivery of 
“ The Fellow Who Might,” and Mr. Carleton 
won unbounded applause for his singing of 
“Under the Shade of the Palm.”’ 

One of the refreshing things about ‘‘ Fioro- 
dora” is the absence from it of excessive 
horseplay and “ funny business.’’ There is 
only one comedian in the cast, and he, while 
decidedly laughter-provoking, remains com- 
mendably within bounds. He is James 
Kiernan, and as the detective-phrenologist 
Tweedlepunch depends more upon the legiti- 
mate means of peculiar intonations of the 
voice, awkward gestures, and unusual facial 
expressions than on acrobatid feats for the 
arousing of mirth. He gives a suggestion of 
actual comedy characterization to the part, 
and by so doing gives it plausibility without 
in anywise lessening its funmaking qualities. 
Mr. Graham was a satisfactory Gilfain, his 
love scene with Lady Holyrood and his 
laughter during the ensemble, ““ We're Both 
on the Stage,’’ being particularly well done.

MADMAN CAUSES TERROR ON THE 
‘ NORTH SHORE. 


Threatens Lives of Farmers’ Families 
and When Pursued Holds Crowd at 
Bay—Finally | Overtaken in Hand 
Car and Carried te Fort Sheridan— 
Talks of Murder, Says He Is a Fugi- 
tive and a Former Army Officer — 
Gives Name of Stewart E. Haskell. 


Armed with a knife and with his back to 
a sixty-foot bluff, a desperate man held a 
score of pursuers at bay yesterday afternoon. 
Then he charged through the crowd and 
escaped, only to be captured milee away, 
when his pursuers overtook him on a hand- 
car. Last night the seeming maniac, who 
gave his name as Steward Edward Haskell, 
was a prisoner at Fort Sheridan. Today 
his claim that he once lived in Chicago and 
was a Lieutenant in the regular army wil? 
be investigated. If the~ post commander, 
Colonel McCaskey, finds his statements are 
false he will be surrendered to the civil 
authorities. Haskell’s constant references 
to a murder made his captors believe some 
crime is the cause of the man’s condition, 
In an tnecoherent way he said that the United 
States officials had been trying to arrest him 
for murder. 

The first kno of the man was at noon 
yesterday when he appeared at Pettibone’s 
Creek, two miles northwest of Lake Bluff, 
and threatened to attack the families of sev- 
eral farmers. The men of the community 
armed themselves and pursued Haskell to 
Lake Bluff, where other men joined in the 
chase. Haskell retreated to the edge of the 
bluff and the party closed in on him. Frank 
Pierce, Marshal of Lake Bluff; George Gart- 
ley, and E. M. Warman attempted to disarm 
and bind the man. They grappled with him 
on the the edge of the bluff, but Haskell 
possessed apparently as much strength as 
his three antagonists, and after a hard strug- 
gle drove them back. He clung to his knife 
and tried in vain to use it as the struggling 
men fought on the edge of the bluff. Fear- 
ing they would fall to the beach, sixty feet 
below, the three men finally gave up the 
fight. Then Haskell charged the crowd, got 
through, and started south on the railway 
tracks. 

Gartley and Warman, who had received 
some bad bruises in the struggle, renewed 
the pursuit. With W. J. Weatherstine, 
ticket agent at Lake Bluff, they manned a 
hand car and after a hard run of four miles 
caught up with the fugitive, who was almost 
exhausted, near Lake Forest. Here they 
had little trouble in, disarming him and bind- 
inf his hands. He was taken then to Fort 
Sheridan on the hand car and given over to 
the military authorities. When taken before 
Colonel McCaskey he told of his former mili- 
tary service and that he was a fugitive from 
the federal law. Every effort to secure more 
detailed statements from him failed, and the 
Colonel ordered the man locked in a solitary 
cell.

$2,000 a Week to Help Or- 
ganize the Union. 


Committee to Urge Traction Of- | 


ficials to Make Concessions 
and Sue if Refused. ~ 


The Chicago F: of Labor pledged 
nearly $2,000 a week to the support of the 
street cat men in their effort to organize. 
This action was taken last night in a special 
meeting at 70 Adams street.. The advisabil- 
ity of recommendng a strike was discussed, 
but the cohservative men of the central body 
urged that it be left in the hands of the men 
themselves or to the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street Railway Employés, with 
which in union will be affiliated. 

While recating a strike, the federation 
urged the necessity of some drastic action 
that call-the officials of the Union Trac- 
tion company to time and compel them to 
grant their employés permission to organize. 
In the event of failure on the part of 
the Executive board of the Chicago Federa- 
tion to obtain the consent of the management 
for the men to join the union, it was au- 
thorized to take such action in the courts 
as would protect the men from what is 
deemed “ unjust discrimination.” 


Traction Company Condemned. 


Resolutions passed by the federation con- 
demn the tactics of the Union Traction com- 
pany in discharging men and demand that 
oui given permission to organize. The 
resolutions, drawn by Michael Donnelly, 
James Brannock, Nell McCullom, Charles 
Robb, Peter Dienhart, J. T/ Neary, Fred G.

JAPAN TS RICH TARE 


AMERICAN TRADE THERE GROW- 
ING WITH EACH YEAR. 
Recognition of Superiority of Ma, 
echinery Over Cheap Labor Will Be 
of Great Benefit to United States— 
Iron and Manufactured Articles 
Form the Chief Exports from This 
Country to the Island — Africa 
Fourth in Rank of Consumers, 


Washington, D. C. May 11.—A résumé of 
the trade of the United "States with Japan 
last year is afforded by an extract from 
‘* Commercial Relations of 1901," which was 
made public today by the Bureau of Foreign 
Commerce. The inability of cheap labor to 
compete with machinery is the most hopeful 
feature of the situation in Japan, and will 
thus offer a growing market for machinery. 

The United States already leads in the ex- 
ports of electric light apparatus, mining 
machinery, paper making machinery, watch 
movements, watch cases, and bicycles; in 
weaving machinery, spinning machinery, 
fire engines and pumps, toolsand implements 
of farmers and mechanics, sewing machines, 
and photographic apparatus the United 
States holds second place. 

Already American commerce with Japan, 
including imports and exports, is greater 
than that of any other nation. 

The United States sends about two-thirds 
of the iron rails imported to Japan, and the 


‘same proportion of the nails, having won this 


last trade from Germany, which five years 
ago controlled the market. It also sent the 
largest valuation of iron pipes and tubes 
to Japan last year. 


Typewriters a Problem. 


Imports of typewriters from America 
represent over 80 per cent of the total. Ef- 
forts are making to perfect a machine in 
the Japanese language, as there would be 
quite a demand for Japanese typewriters. 

Trade in Formosa is growing. A leading 
merchant is laying in a large stock of Amer- 
ican bicycles. 

The sugar mill from the United States has 
so proven its superiority to the crude na- 
sa apparatus that a large order has been 

ven. 

The need of foreign capital is the important 
economic question in Japan and could be 
met by the passage of a law to permit alien 
ownership of land. 


Africa Fourth as Consumer. 


**Commercial Africa in 1901"’ is the titie 
of a monograph by the Treasury bureau 
in the monthly summary. 

Africa occupies fourth place in the list 


| of the grand divisions of the world in its 


consuming power in relation to interna- 
tional commerce. 

Commercially the development of Africa 
keeps pace with its development in trans- 
mining, and agricultunzal condi- 

ons. 

The imports of Cape Colony, through 
which passes a large proportion of the 
merchandise for the mining regions in that 
part of Africa, have grown from $55,000,000 
in 1894 to $100,000,000 in 1900. 

Those of Natal, through which aiso pass- 
es a considerable quantity of goods in 
transit for the interior, have likewise in- 
creased considerably, and into Portuguese 
east Africa, whose ports lie considerably 
nearer to the gold and diamond mines than 
do those of the Cape, the imports have 
shown a marked increase, the importation 
of goods in transit for the gold fields in. 
1897 at Portuguese ports alone having been 
about $15,000,000 in value. 

The total foreign commerce of Africa 
is estimated at $700,000,000, of which about 
$430,000,000 represents imports and $270,000, - 
000 exports. 

Of the total recorded imports into Africa 
in the latest available year, aggregating 
$429,461,000, $157,575,000 went into British 
territory, $92,004,000 into French territory, 
$77,787,000 into Turkish territory, $20,795,000 
into Portuguese, $8,336,000 into German, 
and $4,722,000 into the Congo Free State. 
Of thts importation of $429,461,000, about 
5 per cent was furnished by the United 
States, our total exports to all Africa be- 
ing in the fiscal year 1900, $19,469,849 and 
im 1901, $25,542,618.

ARBITRATE TRACTION TROUBLE. 


Street Railway Employes Vote to Sub- 
mit Differences with Company to 
Board of Three. 


Detroit, Mich., May 11.—After a session 
which lasted from midnight until o'clock 
this morning the street railway employés 
of this city resolved to submit the dispute 
with the Detroit United railway over their 
demand for a raise in wages from 21 cents 
per hour to 25 cents per hour to arbitration. 
The company last week refused the raise de- 
manded and offered the men instead a raise 
to 22% cents per hour, and also offered to sub- 
mit the entire question to arbitration: A 
mass-meeting of the men was called for last 
night to consider the offer. After consider- 
able discussion, much of it heated, the men 
adopted a resolution ordering their officers 
to accept the offer to arbitrate the matter, 
under the agreement with the company. The 
officers were instructed to offer to submit 
the matter elther to the State Board of Arbi- 
tration or to a board of three, one to be se- 
lected by the union, one by the company, and 
they to select a third. The dispute is to be 
arbitrated within ten days.

Woman Who Formerly Owned Oxford, 
O., Institution Begins Suit to 


Force an Accounting. 


Cincinnati, 0., May 11.—In the United 
States court Mrs. Lillie M. Walker of Phila- | 
delphia petitions for a receiver for Oxford 
College, at Oxford, O., and names as de- 
fendants the directors of the institution. 
Prior‘ to 1897 Mrs. Walker owned the col- 
lege property and her husband, Dr. Faye 
S. Walker, was President of the college. 
A stock company was organized afterward, 
Mrs. Walker becoming a stockholder. The 
present suit is for both an accounting and 
damages. Mrs. Walker is a daughter of the 
late Dr. Morris, who was formerly President 
of the college, with which Dr. Scott, Dr.

VOICE OF THE PEOPLE. 


“Jesus, Wealth, and Poverty.” 


Battle Creek, Mich., May 8.—{Editor of The 
Tribune.]—In you issue of May 7 was an edi- 
torial somewhat beneath the usual scholarly 
standard of your editorial page on the theme: 
“Jesus, Wealth, and Poverty.’’ Bishop Potter, 
whom your editorjal writer criticises, is not in- 
fallible, but he undoubtedly.represents the best 
scholarty opinion when he says that Jesus did 
not denounce any class as «@ class. Jesus was 
just as friendly with the rich Pharisee with whom 
he dined and the rich Zaccheeus as with publicans 
and fishermen. He was intereated in the soul and in 
motives. I was particularly impressed with your 
writer’s misinformation in regard to the Old 
Testament. 

If there be any one fact recognized by all schol- 
ars, it is that the Hebrews considered material 
prosperity a special sign of their God's favor. 
Job was supposed to be under God's displeasure 
because, among other things, he lost his prop- 
erty. His reward, as explained at the end of the 
drama, was chiefly the giving back to him of 
flocks and of great possessions. Your writer 
seems to be skimming along the surface of mod- 
ern socialism. I cannot enter into a discussion 
of the subject on its merits tn this brief note. 
But I venture the assertion that Tolstoi comes 
no nearer representing the ideals of Jesus—Tol- 
stoi, with his superficial opposition to marriage, 
music, and industry—than the “ anti-imperial- 
ists ’’ do in assuming to be the special exponents 
of American patriotism. A cause or cult is not 
represented the best by caricatures of mere inci- 
dents connected with.it. This whole stibject was 
discussed with much thoroughhess by Francis G 
Peabody, professor of Christian morals at Har- 
vard University, tn the New World in 1900, 
The late Professor C. C. Everett of Harvard also 
wrote, in 1890, on the philosophy underlying this 
discussion. His subject was, ‘‘ The Distinctive 
Mark of Christianity.’’ Bishop Potter is a much 
better exponent of the best New Testament schol- 
arship on this theme than the new “ Herron- 
ism,"* the late philosophy of denunciation from 
which your writer seems to quote. 8. J. 8.

LABORERS CREATE UPROAR In 
GREAT NORTHERN.. 


‘Twenty Men Begin Cutting Windows 


in Wall with Picks and Crowbars 
Soon After Midnight—Guests Find 
Sleep Impossible and File Augry 


Stop Din and Detaia. Werkers Until 
Morning. | 


An anti-noise campaign started early yes- 
terday morning in the Great Northern Ho- 
tel by the. guests and management of the 
hostelry came to a successful end after a 
brief but exciting course of three hours. 
The campaign was enlivened by the pres- 
ence of a detail of policemen, threats of 
wholesale arrest, the temporary imprison- 
ment. of. twenty laborers, and a parade 
through the hotel corridors of numereus 
angry men in scant attire, who wanted to 
sleep, but who could not. 

Workmen employed to cut holes for win- 
dows in the rear wall of the theater ad- 
joining the hotel were the disturbing ele- 
ment whi¢h prompted the anti-noise cru- 
sade. The Health department had ordered 


ventilation of the theater and shortly after 
midnight active operations were begun with 
picks and crowbars upon the thick fire wall 
which forms one side of the open court. 
The three osher sides of the court are sur~- 


rounded by of the hotel. 
The noise made by the laborers made 
sleep imposgible for the occupants of the 


hotel. One! after another flocked to the 
office of the potel and filed indignant pro- 
tests with the clerk. The clerk asked the 
laborers to stop work and they answered 
him with coarse laughs and haughty. re- 
marks.| Manager Roth was summoned, and 
with a delegation of angry guests at his 
heels he, too, importuned the laborers with- 
out avail. He threatened them with arrest 
ard again the busy workmen laughed. 

Manager Roth then sent for his attorney, 
Emil C. Wetten, and the police of the Cen- 
tral Station were notified of the trouble. 
At 2 o'clock in the morning, shortly after 
Lieutenant Collins and a number of detec- 
tives had gone to the theater, Attorney 
Wetten went to the Harrison Street Station 
and secured blank warrants for the arrest 
of the laborers on the charge of violation 
of the Sunday labor law of the State, which 
provides thgt ““ Whoever disturbs the peace 
and good order of society by labor (works 
of necessity and charity excepted) or any 
amusement or devite on Sunday shall be 
fined not exceeding $25,”’ 

The police, however, compelled the men 
to stop work and then refused to let them 
leave the building, thinking that Attorney 
Wetten would arrive soon-with the war- 
rants for their arrest. The men were de- 
tained in the theater until nearly 5 o'clock, 
when they were allowed to return to their 
homes, Wetten having failed to make his

If they had not been out after 10 they 
would not. have got into trouble. And they 
ought not to have been out after 10. Who 
would have suspected that any cobwebbed 
cocoon in the repositories of the common law 
would open out into a butterfly of this kind? 
The thing was simply incalculable. No one 
could have foreseen it. The astrological al- 
manacs will inform us that Jupiter, being in 
the seventh house, with Virgo winking at 
him, portends an increase in the marriage 
rate in India, but they will never say what 
the election of a new Judge is likely to ac- 
complish with regard to the grounds for di- 
vorce.

A NEW HOME WANTED. 
The Boston Trayscript notes the fact as 
one of great importance that the trustees of 
Andover Theological Seminary have ap- 
proved the findings of a special committee 
to report on the situation of the seminary, 
the committee having reported in favor of a 
change of site. As the report is also favored 
by a majority of the denominational leaders, 
it is likely that ere long this oldest of the 
Congregational seminaries will leave An- 
dover and make its home elsewhere. 
- here are many reasons, it appears, why 
a change, not only of locality but of meth- 
ods, is needed to save the old institution from 
the decline inte which it has fallen. Among 
these are the reduced number of students, 
the decline in financial resources, the disin- 
clination of laymen to aid it in its present 
locality, and the growing feeling in favor 
of “mergers” or affiliations of this kind 
with old and weaithy universities. 

The Transcript also notes that “ there will 
be those who will try and interpret this 
movement of Andover as a divine dispensa- 
tion of wrath upon an institution guilty of 
apostasy.” It does not think that this counts 
for much, although the vagaries of profes- 
sors have undoubtedly shaken the confidence 
of conservative Cohgregationalists. That 
denomination, however, is extremely liberal, 
and probably does not care much how far 
professors go if they do not distrust the fun- 
damentals. “The main factor,” the Tran- 
script thinks, “is the altered estimate put 
upon the rural seminary by the best gradu- 
ates of the colleges seeking training for the 
Christian ministry.” Undoubtedly this view 
is correct. It coincides with the opinions of

KEEP AWAY FROM CORONATIONS. 
Senator Bailey of Texas has offered a 
resolution, the first paragraph of which 
reads as follows: 
That it is contrary to the policy of the United 
States to accredit to any foreign government any 
Ambassador, Minister, or other diplomatic officer 
or agent to especially represent the United States 
at the coronation of any hereditary Prince or 
potentate. 
The Senate may not adopt this resolution, 
but its language expresses the sentiments 
of the American people. Their political 
system knows no coronations. These occa- 
sions of “fuss and feathers” are the-ex- 
clusive property of monarchical countries, 
A democratic government whose officers 
hold office, not by divine right but by the 
will of the people, cannot legitimately take 
part in them. ee 
Senators Hoar and Bailey called atten- 
tion to the fact that European monarchies 
have not sent special representatives to the 
inauguration of a President, and that for 
that reason, if for no other, the. United 
States should not take special notice of 
their coronations. Naturally the Kings and 
Emperors of Europe have refrained from 
treating inaugurations as they do corona- 
tions. They understand the radical differ- 
ence between the two. The Americans un- 
derstand the difference also. ‘They are not 
affronted because Presidential inaugura- 
tions pass unheeded by sovereigns. It is 
their desire that, whatever sovereigns may 
do, there shall be no more special represen- 
tatives sent to coronations, 
Senator Bailey’s resolution also asserts 
that the President has no power to accredit 
toa foreign government for any purpose 
any representative whose appointment has 
The 
names of the special representatives at 
the coronation of King Edward have not 
been submitted to the Senate for its advice 
and consent. Thisis a point which Senators 
Allison and Spooner and other Senators 
whose opinions carry great weight believe 
is well taken. This is a question, however, 
The interesting 
fact developed in Saturday’s debate is that 
Senators without distinction of party, 
either because they have thought the matter 
out for themselves or because they perceive 
the displeasure of the people at the de- 
parture from republican principles involved 
in dancing attendance by the United States 
at purely monarchical functions, are desir- 
ous that the bad precedent of officially 
recognizing coronations shall not be estab- 
lished. | 

It will not be. After this year no special 
notice will be taken by the American repub- 
lic of coronations of Kings or Emperors. 
These affairs, so alien to the spirit of Ameri- 
can institutions, wijl be left to those who 
believe in their sanctity and revere the polit- 
ical systems with which they are associ- 
ated. 


CHARGES AGAINST THE BEEF TRUST. 

The Jaw officers of the national govern- 
ment have completed their preliminary 
work and have summitted to the courts 
their recital of the alleged offenses of the 
beef trust, offenses which the court is to be 
asked to enjoin the members of the trust 
and their employés from repeating. The 
packers and the public know. now officially 
what it is the government expects to prove. 
Both have had for some time fairly accurate 
unofticial intelligence as to the nature of 
the charges. There is nothing in the long 
list of allegations in the bill filed on Satur- 
day which will come as a surprise to any 
one. 

The truth of some of the charges is indis- 
putable. The packers cannot deny that 
they have received unlawful rebates from 
the railroads, but they will deny energetic- 
ally that they conspire to buy cheap or to sell 
dear. They will deny generally that they 
have violated the anti-trust law in any par- 
ticular. Presumably their lawyers will ar- 
gue that as they have not violated the law 
the request of the government that they be 
enjoined from violating it should not be 
favorably considered, | 

The matter has now passed under the 
jurisdiction of the courts. It is for the law 
officers of the government to produce the 
evidence on which they base their allega- 
tions, and for the packers to tebut the evi- 
dence if they can. They will have their 
day in court. They will have ample oppor- 
tunity to present their side of the case. If 
they can satisfy the court that they have 
not confederated unlawfully to depress the 
price of cattle or raise the price of beef, and 
that they have broken no national law, the 
court will rule in their favor. 

Now that the legal battle has fairly begun 
it is to be hoped that it will be fought ont 
speedily. If the public has wronged the 
packers by its general assumption that they 


If they have been guilty of the 
offenses set forth in the bill filed last week 
there should be no time lost in compelling 
them to desist from criminal practices 
which affect harmfully every American 
family.

The 
upper end of the Island of Martinique, of 
which St. Pierre was the capital city, is 
under ashes, and the vegetation of the 
whole island is destroyed. The nearby yil- 
lages are also gone, and all the vessels in 
the harbor save one were destroyed by fire. 

As was expected, news now comes from 
the British Island of St. Vincent, which 
lies directly south of Martinique, being sep- 
arated from it by the Island of St. Lucia, 
that there has been a violent volcanic out- 
break, that the entire northern end of the 
island is being devastated, and that it is 
eut off from the southern end by streams of 
java. Itis not known how many have been 
killed, as it is impossible for vessels to get 
there at present; but the loss of life must 
have been large. All the plantations have 
been destroyed and the ashes are two feet 
deep. The force of the volcanic eruption 
is shown by dispatches from Barbadoes, 
which lies one hundred miles east of St. 


Vincent, reporting a shower of dust and_ 
=,

ashes for several hours, which will be likely 
to ruin many of the plaptations there also. 

At this time of almost unprecedented dis- 
aster, which mf&st involve great suffering, 
as well as industrial and financial distress, 
if not ruin, it is grateful to note that the 
world’s sympathy is prompt and most gen- 
erous in expression. This country has 
moved quickly. It is one of those cases 
where “he gives twice who gives quickly.” 
The nearest cruiser to the scene, the Cin- 
cinnati, has been ordered to go to the island 
at once and render all the aid that is pos- 
sible, and other vessels will be sent should 
the exigencies require it. The Senate has 
passed a bill appropriating $100,000 to be 
expended for clothing, medicines, and other 
necessaries, which will be tendered to the 
French government and taken to Mar- 
tinique on United States vessels. In the 
House the bill has gone over until today, not 
because of opposition but with the hope 
that later accounts may minimize the dis- 
aster, which does not now seem likely to 
happen. The prompt action of the govern- 
ment and of Congress is commendable in 
every way. These islands have become our 
neighbors not alone by scientific progress, 
which increases human nearness every year, 
but by our new policy of expansion. The 
United States is now a considerable West 
Indian power. In the future it will be a 
still greater one. Probably some day all 
the West Indian Islands will belong to our 
territory. It behooves us, therefore, to look 
after their interests in every proper way, 
and at no time with more of sympathy and 
generosity than when they are left stricken 
and helpless in the midst of an awful ca- 
Jamity. 


SHERMAN AND YATES RESOLUTIONS. 

Speaker Sherman endeavored to offer the 
following resolution at the State convention 
last week: 


Resolved, That we declare the time is now at 
hand for an application of a system of civil service 
to all non-political State administrative offices, to 
the end that the same shall not be dispensed as 
party patronage, but so under wise legislation that 
all appointments to such offices shall be based 
solely on the efficiency and fitness required for 
the public service. 

A Chicago paper calls this resolution a 


“ definite declaration ” regarding civil serv- 


vention adopted reads as follows: 


We recommend the extension of civil service 
rules in the charitable institutions of the State, 
We approve the course of the present State admin- 
istration in retaining fully four-fifths of the em- 
ployés of these institutions, and call for such leg- 
islation from the General Assembly as will pre- 
vent unjust removals upon change of administra- 
tion or the party in power. 


Of it the paper in question has a poor 
opinion. It says “ a comparison of the two 
resolutions offers eloquent testimony as to 
the wishes and purposes of the party lead- 
ers now in control.” 

Neither resolution professes to cover the 
entire ground of what is understood by civil 
service. The first one relates to appoint- 
ments to offices and the second to removals 
from them. A perfect civil service system 
covers both these points. It contemplates 
that the applicant for an office shall be sub- 
jected to competitive examination to ascer- 
tain his qualifications for the performance 
of its duties, and that no personal or political 
influence shall either assist him to get an 
office or stand in the way of his getting it. 
A genuine civil service system contemplates 
that a man shail be removed from office only 
for cause, such as incompetency or dishon- 
esty. 

The Yates resolution is doubly ridiculous, 
It does not pretend say that appoint- 
ments shall be made on'the ground of merit, 
It is even lacking in a'genuine test for re- 
moval. When it says there shall be no 
“unjust removals” it leaves removals to 
the caprice of the executive, while the door 
is thrown wide open in the matter of ap- 
pointments. The Yates resolution contem- 
‘plates apparently that anybody may be put 
in an office without reference to his fitness, 
provided the appointing power thinks he 
has rendered personal or political services, 
or that some individual who has rendered 
such services will be gratified by the ap- 
pointment. 

If the resolution adopted by the State con- 
vention were enacted into a law there would 
be as many removals in the future as there 
have been in the past. They would be 
made, in reality, for the same reason—be- 
cause the persons removed were unable or 
unwilling to render political or personal 
service, and their places were wanted for 
men who were both able and willing. While 
the removing power gives no reason now 
for its action in many instances except 
that such is its will and pleasure, it would 
say, if acting under the Yates resolution, 
that every removal was a “just” one. It 
never would plead guilty to acting “ un- 
justly.” 


“THE MAYOR OF THE COUNTY.” 

“The President of the County board is 
the Mayor of the county.” This is a true 
saying and worthy to be considered by every 
citizen when he marks his ballot. The Re- 
publican county convention considered it 
when it nominated Mr. Henry G. Foreman 
to head the list of County Commissioners, 
If Mr. Foreman is elected we shall have a 
“ Mayor of the county ” who will use his 
power for the benefit of the county as a 
whole and who will think that administer- 
ing a county, like administering a bank, ‘s 
a business proposition. Mr. Foreman is 
familiar with business propositions. He 
has handled theni all his life. He also 
knows something about public service. His 
connection with the South Park board did 
that for him. He is qualified by training 
and temper to manage the affairs of Cook 
County and to manage them well. 

It is a little bit strange, however, to notice 
what kind of promises Mr. Foreman is find- 
ing it necessary to make. “I think,” says 
he, “that the county should be run as eco- 
nomicaliy as any large business house. I 


county should do a full day’s work. I also 
~ that no man employed by the county 
should be paid a larger salary than‘is cus- 
tomarily awarded to similar services in bus- 
iness establishments.” These ideas do not 
seem to invite controversy. It would be 
difficult to find a man who would frankly 
take issue with any one of them. Yet it 
seems necessary to express them. Whata 
searching light is thus thrown on the way 
the county has often been governed! Sup- 
pose a man who is about to become Presi- 
dent of a bank should say to the directors: 
“TI think that the employés of this bank 
should give us a fair measure of their time 
and should not receive salaries dispropor- 
tionate to the value of their services.” The 
directors would say: “ Why does not the 
man take up our time telling us that grass 
is green and that twelve inches make a 
foot?” What Mr. Foreman says about the 
county is admirable. The pity is that he 
should have to say it: He means what he 
says, and, if elécted, will put his ideas in 
effect. 

The plan Mr. Foreman has abont advisory 
boards for the county institutions is 
different from the other plans that have 
been mentioned. “The advisory board plan

Publie-spir- 
ited persons can be found to serve on such 
boards and to give a large part of their time 
to the duties involved, provided—and this is 
not to be overlooked—they are not used as 
cloaks for the concealing of iniquity or as 
cat’s-paws for the purveying of chestnuts. 
Politicians sometimes use a true man as the 
conspirators used Brutus. . 


That which would appear offense in them, 
His countenance, like the richest alchemy, 
Will change to virtue and to nobleness. 


No true man, if he is also a wise man, will 
allow himself to be used for such a purpose. 
This being understood, Mr. Foreman’s 
boards of citizens would do good work. If 
he is elected he will find good men to serve 
on such boards because of their confidence 
in him, 


THE RAGE FOR NEW BANKS. 

The number of Chicago banks has been so 
reduced by successive consolidations that it 
is not surprising there should be a furore for 
the establishment of new banks. It may be 
that there is abundant room here for one or 
two more strong banks. If managed by men 
in whom the public has confidence they will 
soon build up a profitable business. This is 
a growing city, which will be able speedily to 
give profitable employment to more banking 
capita] than it has now at its command. 

It is possible to start too many new banks 
at this time. There is a speculative com- 
plexion to this eagerness to start more banks 
which is not pleasing. Business-men who 
are of the opinion that their capital can prof- 
itably be invested in banks are organizing 
new institutiotis, but promoters are also 
busied in the same work, because they see 
opportunities for making money out of the 
readiness of the public to invest in Chicago 
bank stocks. They are encouraged to do so 
by the advance in price during the last few 
months of the stocks of the financial insti- 
tutions of this city. 

It is undesirable that there should be any- 
thing savoring of speculation in connection 
with bank stocks, whether they are the 
stocks of existing or of prospective banks. 
There are other and more suitable subjects 
for speculation. The business of starting 
new banks should not be overdone. The 
financial credit of the city will be promoted 
by the establishment of banks managed by 
men of experience who have ample capital 
at their command. It will be imjured by 
banks which are organized to make money 
for promoters and which will not be able to 

"meet the expectations of the men who are in- 
| duced to subscribe to their stock. It is well 
for the investing public to bear in mind that 
a new bank is not necessarily a mine whence 
great wealth can suddenly be drawn,

SCARLET IBIS, FAMOUS RED BIRD. 


Description of . the Nature Study 
Picture Given Free with To- 
day’s “ Tribune.” 


HE scarlet ibis (tanta ruber), the 

famous red bird of the Egyptians, and 

held sacred by. them, is the subject 

of the nature study in Tue TRIBUNE 

today. Its plumage is a pure, intense 
scariet, excepting the tips of the longer 
primaries, which are a glossy blue black. 
The head, bill, and legs are bare and of a 
pale lake réed color. The scarlet ibis is 26 
inches in length, or a little more than two 
and a half times the length of our robin, 
Its bill resembles that of the curlew, and 
with it the bird is able to probe in the mud 
for its food. The scarlet ibis belongs to 
the order herodiones and to the family tan- 
taline, which includes the glossy ibis and 
the white ibis. The scarlet ibis is found 
on the eastern coast of tropical America; 
north casually to Florida, Louisiana, and 
Texas; southward to the West Indies and 
northern South America. There is no record 
of its having been seen recently in the 
United States. In 1821 Audubon saw three 
scarlet ibises at Bayou Sara in Louisiana. 
He says: ‘“‘ They were traveling in a line, 
in the manner of the white ibis, above the 
tops of the trees."” It had been supposed by 
Wilson and other ornithologists that the 
searlet ibis inhabited the southern parts of 
the United States, as does its cousin, the 
white ibis. The late Elliott Coues records 
having seen the fragment of a specimen of 
one fugitive bird of this species inside the 
limits of the United States. 

To find the scarlet ibis in its haunts one 
must go to the tropics. Amid the tangled 
vegetation of wild grape vines, mangoes, 
cane, palmettoes, cactus, and nettles colo- 
nies of the ibis abound. These birds, like 
the herons, gulls, terns, and many other 
species, are gregarious. Nets are placed 
on the bushes, cactus, and trees. Owing to 
the heavy growth of the tropical vegetation 
the way to the nests is almost impassable. 
They are over a foot in diameter and are 
built of dry twigs, intermixed with fibrous 
roots and green branches, which the bird 
easily breaks off with its strong bill. The 
nest is lined with leaves of cane and other 
plants. The eggs, which number three, are 
laid in late April or early May. The young 
birds leave the nest in three weeks after 
hatching, but are unable to fly until they are 
five weeks old. The parent birds feed them 
during this time with mollusks and cray- 
fish, of which they are inordinately fond, 
till the fledgelings are able to take care 
of themselves. Then the members of the 
family separate, each striking out for him- 
self. 

While nesting the ibises are tame and un- 
wary. The report of a gun will not frighten 
them. At other times they are watchful and 
timid to a degree. Ibises go a great distance 
for food during the breeding season, always 
flying in flocks of several hundreds. Their 
excursions take place at stated times, these 
depending upon the tide. They resort to 
the mud flats, where they gather food, re- 
turning as soon as the tide begins to flow. 
They have been known to go a hundred miles 
for food. This bird usually probes for its 
food, but occasfonally it catches large flying 
insects, usually confining itself, however, 
to crabs, slugs, snails, and cray fish. In 
dry weather the cray fish frequently bur- 
rows to a depth of four or five feet, and the 
ibis is obliged to resort to strategy. It 
breaks up the roof of the mound the cray 
fish makes when forming its hole and the 
pieces of mud fall in, causing the occupant 
to start for the entrance of its burrow, where 
it is greedily seized. 

Ibises fly rapidly in one long, straight line. 
Their flight is rapid and they cover great dis- 
tances without a stop. Asin the case of the 
Canada geese, a leader—supposedly the 
oldest male of the flock—heads the line. They 
pass through the air alternately flapping the 
wings and sailing, and the line thus has the 
appearance of moving in regular undula- 
tions. Like the lark, the scarlet ibis rises to 
a great height straight up in the air and 
there goes through certain beautiful evolu- 
tions. The white ibis, which is much more 
abundant than the scarlet ibis, breeds in 
large numbers off the coast of Florida and is 
sometimes seen with the scarlet ibis.

LIEUT. GOV. JESSE STONE DIES. 


Wisconsin Official Passes Away at His 


Home in Watertown After a 
Lingering Illness. 


Watertown, Wis., May 11.—[Special.]— 
Lieutenant Governor Jesse Stone died at his 
home in this city at-8:17 o’clock tonight of 
severe stomach trouble. 

Mr. Stone, who had been hopelessly fll 
for several days, regained consciousness 
early today and seemed to recognize those 
at his bedside. Soon afterwards he lapsed 
into-a’' stupor and did not rally again. 

Mr. Stone had spent some time in the 
South in the hope of getting relief, but with- 
out avail. On his return North he under- 
went an operation in a Chieago hospital.

After the operation he was removed to his 
home in Watertown, and death had been ex- 
pected for several days. j 

Jesse Stone was a native of England, but 
he lived in the United States since he was 
5 years old. He was born in Lincolnshire on 
Aug. 23, 1836. 


In Watertown Thirty-three Years. 

Although his parents came to this country 
five years later, bringing him with them, it 
was not until Aug. 1, 1869, that the future 
banker and manufacturer removed to 
Watertown, which continued to be his home 
from that time. He engaged in the manu- 
facture of crackers and built up a vast busl- 
ness. Later he was made Vice President of 
the Bank of Watertown. 

Mr. Stone thought that Watertown was 
so situated that it might easily become a 
manufacturing center, and he was ever ready 
to assist in any enterprise that would assist 
its development. It is no exaggeration = 
say that Watertown might not have been the 


thriving city that 
searbihiran. shown by him in its welfare.

Conventions to Be Held in the Eighth 
and Ninth Congressional Districts 
and in the Seventeenth, Twenty- 
seventh, and Twenty-ninth Sena- 
torial Districts — Henry 5S. Boutell 
Expected to Have No Opposition— 
Alderman Smulski May Be Selected. 


Republican conventions are to be held in 
the Eighth and Ninth Congressional Dis- 
tricts and the Seventeenth, Twenty-seventh, 
and Twenty-ninth Senatorial Districts this 
afternoon and evening.

PISTON NEARLY WRECKS BOAT. 


Engine-Room of Big Sound Steamer

line will be laid up several weeks as the re- 
sult of an accident to its machinery on Sun- 
day off Watch Hill. The steamer was bound 
from Providence to New York and had about 
600 passengers. Chief Engineer John Shel- 
don stood at his post when the clouds of 
steam rushed into the engine-room from a 
broken cylincer. Sheldon lost no time in 
reversing the lever and shutting off steam 
from the boiler. The Pilgrim's engine-room 
is a wreck, and every one who viewed the 
ruined sections expressed astonishment that 
the piston and ‘piston rod, which weighs 
thirty tons, did mot continue downward and 
eee caused by the breaking of the piston 
rod in the keyway at the crosshead. In the 
descent the piston jammed through the bot- 
tom of the cylinder. It also drove a hole 
about six feet square in the after side of 
the cylinder, which is made of two-inch iron. 
A heavy metal base which supported: the 
cylinder was also wrecked, as was a large 
condenser beneath.

Former Member of Captain Anson's

‘ Billy’ Sunday, who became known to 
fame when he was shooing flies in Captain 
Anson's outfield, and who has kept under the 
limelight ever since as an evangelist, has 
encountered the proposition of his life. 

Up at Wheaton the former baseball player 
is trying to persuade the dwellers that Sunday 
golf is wicked. So far as could be learned 
yesterday his converts, so far as the golfers 
themselves are concerned, compare with base 
hits in a shutout game. 

“When I was playing ball I never took 
part in a Sunday game,” is an argument that 
the evangelist is making to the golfers. 

* Yes, but when pay day came you didn't 
ask whether your dollars were taken in from 
the big Sunday crowds, did you?” is a. re- 
tort that has been made. 

Members of the Chicago Golf club are not 
at all willing to have ti.cir favorite pastime 
weighed from a baseball standard. ; 

“Golf is a health producer; it is exercise,”’ 
said one of the devotees yesterday. ‘It is 
a good game for seven days in the week and 
like a spring tonic, should be taken regularly. 
Golf is not professional and it should inter- 
fere with no man’s religion.” 

**Golf and religion blend perfectly,’ said 
another member of the club. “ A man can 
go to church in the morning and then take 
a turn on the links in the afternoon if he 


wishes. He will be better for each exper- 


fence, both in mind and body.’’ 


se Plain Talk by Sunday. 

But despite the attitude of the golfers, 
Evangelist Sunday is hammering away vig- 
orously and his characteristic arraignments 
are attracting big crowds of hearers. 

‘Here in a good Methodist town, where 
one would expect to see the laws obeyed,”’ 
he declared in his sermon last night. ‘* Yet 
you let a lot of Chicago fellows desecrate 
Sunday simply because they have money. 
One of your preachers, I have been told, 
tried to stop this Sunday golf, but had to 
give up the fight because you—you religious 
people, who claim to be Christians—said he 
would hurt the town and its ‘ business in- 
terests.’

Meth- 
odist Church are not accustomed to being 
talked to in this manner. They have turned 
out to meetings, but as the evangelist says, 
‘they never would be suspected of being 
Methodists." Haven't one of you an amen 
down there?”

“ Golf is all right, except that it is played 
by rich people, who are too busy making 
money to get a chance to go to the links on 
any day but Sunday. Golf is nearly as good 
a game as baseball, but when you allow it 
to keep you from church it’s a pretty bad 
game.

“That, however, is not the worst of it. 

Some of you people right here in front of me 
let your boys go out on Sunday mornings to 
act as caddies. Why, one man told me he had 
to give up his Sunday school class because 
all his boys went to the links on Sunday 
mornings. They are only emulating their 
daddies, though, in going out after the 
mighty dollar.

ALARM OF FIRE CREATES 
| PANIC AT DANCING PARTY. 


Smoke from Burning Waste Fills Hall 
in Rogers Park and Stampede Ensues 
Which Firemen and Policemen Stop. 


A panic was started early yesterday morn- 
ing among a party of dancers in Sheridan 
Hall, Clark street and Lunt avenue, Rogers 
Park, by a cry of fire.

COYNE’S ACTION 
WINS APPROVAL. 
Civil Service Commission Up- 


holds Postmaster’s Remoy- 
al of T. W. Wittler. 


APPEAL IS DISMISSED. 


Other Charges of Political 
Favoritism Still to Be 
Investigated.

_ Postmaster Coyne’s troubles with the 
United States Civil Service commission are 
partly over. The commission has approved 
the report of Commissioner Foulke on his 
recent investigation of the postmaster’s ad- 
ministration, and the report exonerates Mr. 
Coyne from any blame for reducing T. W. 
Wittler from the rank of superintendent of 
the Carpenter street station and subsequent- 
ly dismissing him from the service. 

So far as the investigation relates to the 
promotions of Station Buperintendents Berg 
and Matson, and the reduction of the salaries 
of others for alleged political reasons, the 
commission has reserved the matter for fur- 
ther consideration. 

Commissioner Foulke made a sudden de- 
scent upon Chicago a few weeks ago and sur- 
prised Postmaster Coyne when he called 
upon him at the Auditorium by starting an 
investigation. The inquiry was based upon 
Wittler’s appeal from the postmaster’s ac- 
tion and his charges of political favoritism. 

Wittler’s most serious complaint related to 
his transfer and reduction on Feb. 1, 1902, 
from superintendent at $1,800 to mailing 
clerk at $1,100. This change, he claimed, was 
made to create a place for the promotion of 
Peter J. Noer for political reasons. Noer 
was examined, and denied that he had ever 
stated that his promotion was due to the in- 
fluence of Collector of Internal Revenue 
Hertz, but said he thought his promotion 
was due solely to his record. 


Found Lack of Harmony. 


Postmaster Coyne said the change was 
made because there was a “ lack of harmony 
‘ between’ the employés and the superintend- 
ent of the Carpenter street station,” and 
that he “came to regard Mr. Wittler as a 
man whose manner was repugnant to his 
subordinates.”’ 

The testimony showed that a few days 
after Mr. Coyne assumed office he had to 
consider a complaint lodged by Wittler 
againet one Rogers, a clerk at his station, 
for insubordination and misconduct. Post- 
master Coyne found that while Rogers was 
on leave Wittler sent his foreman to Rog- 
ers’ home to verify the reason stated by 
Rogers for. his absence, and learn where 
Rogers was atthetime. This action incensed 
Rogers, and after harsh words Wittler pre- 
ferred charges against Rogers. 

After hearing Wittler’s side of the case 


was guilty of misconduct it was he, and not 
Rogers, and that it was not becoming for 
anybody in the service to send out spies. 
These facts were substantially admitted by 
Wittler. 

Failed to Comply with Rules. 


The commission says this incident cer- 
tainly justified the opinion of the post- 
master as to the lack of harmony between 
Wittler and his subordinates, and that there 
seems to be no reason to doubt that the post- 
master’s action was taken because he 
thought Wittler was not a suitable person 
to manage the station. However, the post- 
master failed to comply with the civil service 
rules, in that he did not at the time make 
the reasons for his action a part of the 
records of the Postoffice department, as re- 
quired. 

The commission believes that the postmas- 
ter’s reasons were properly supported by the 
facts. It has dismissed Wittler’s appeal and 


| believes that to recommend his reinstate- 


ment at this time would be ineffectual as 
well as against the interest of good admin- 
istration. 


BIG BLUE EYES CAST A SPELL.

Trading Comparatively Light. 

In all branches tradings have been com- 
paratively light and the course of prices 
rather irregular. One feature of the week 
has been the firmness of the highest class 
of investments, the idea of investors, being 
that money is unlikely to become © here 
ana that such investments are certain to 
increase in value after the proclamation of 
peace. That peace is at hand the city is 
surer than Westminster. Kaffirs have 
been quiet, with what is called a firm under- 
tone, based on great expectations, There 
has been no marked change in the money 
market, and bill brokers still complain of 
infinitesimal profits.

ADVANCE IN STRAW BOARD 


GOES UP ON FIXING OF TERMS 
WITH THE TRUST. 


Other Local Securities Are Generally 
Quiet—Money Loaned at 41-2 to 5 
Per Cent—Substantial Advances in 
Wheat, Corn, and Oats, Based Large- 
ly on Cash Demand, Which Is Strong 
in All the Grains—Supplies Being 

‘Rapidly Depleted. 


Chicago stocks in the week just closed 
offered little variation in price except in the 
case of American Stra The United 
Boxboard and Paper company has fixed 
the terms on which the American company’s 
stock will be taken over at $57.50 of new 
preferred stock and $55.40 common in the 
boxboard company for each share of straw- 
board stock. 

The value of the shares of the Boxboaréd 
company is necessarily problematic. 

The known earnings of the companies to 
be taken into the combination have been In 
the last three years $1,667,000. These profits 
were made with business on a competitive 
basis. The earnings are equal to the full 
dividend of 7 per cent on: the proposed new 
preferred stock and 4.4 per cent on the com- 
mon. With an advance of $2.50 a ton, which 
increase tg expected, the earnings applica- 
ble to the common will be about 10 per cent. 
That is the way the earnings work out on 
paper, and fs the best that can be submitted 
at this time. 

The traction shares showed little change 
in-price. The decision of Judge Seaman was 
in effect that inasmuch as the City of Chi- 
cago by no legislative act had threAtened the 
alleged rights of the local companies under 
their claim of a 99-year franchise the com- 
panies had no case in his court. He did not 
pass upon the contention that the companies 
are operating under a 99-year grant. He 
merely dismissed the matter for the reasons 
named.

State courts or whether new action shall be 
held in abeyance ufhtil such time as the city 
shall have actually legislated on the ques- 
tion. 

There has been some talk of a pool in the 
Lake Street “‘L”’ shares, but it has not 
materialized. The Carbon stocks continued 
firm and in moderately good demand. 

The local money market ranged from 4% 
to 5 per cent. Good borrowers readily se- 
cured funds at the lower rate. Chicago 
banks loaned considerable funds in New 
York at 5% and 6 per cent. The loans there 
were made on bankers’ balances. No new 
money of consequence was sent East from 
Chicago. 

Poor Bank Statement. 

Saturday’s bank staement was consid- 
ered a poor one. There was a loss of $6,000,- 
000 in -cash and nearly $8,000,000 in deposits. 
The excess reserve dropped to $3,461,000, a 
loss of over $4,000,000 for the week. The 
money outlook is considered by banking 
interests as being unsatisfactory.

Trade Conditions Active. 


In a general way trade conditions remain 
satisfactory. The improvement has come 
with the advent of more seasgonable weather 
than has been prevailing during recent 
weeks. In all leading lines the volume is 
said to be quite up to recent averages. In- 
terior sections are apparently continuing 


to do a large summer business and are. 


making liberal preparations therefor. The 
output in apparel line as well as in such 
staples as paints and oils, hardware and 
lumber, is particularly good and prices all 
along the line remain steady and satisfact- 
ory. Comparatively high prices rule in 
everything but the purchasing power of the 
country seems to stand the pressure. 

There is still a scarcity of iron and steel 
which to a certain extent, is interrupting 
some of the larger building operations, but 
there is a fair prospect of the effect of the 
scarcity being offset by an increase in pro- 
ductive capacity. In the line of smaller 
product, building hardware is showing a de- 
cidedly stronger tone and is slowly advanc- 
ing in price. 

The American Lumberman says: “ The 
city yards are all doing a big trade, especial- 
ly those which cater to country shipments 
and are doing a general wholesale business. 
At these yards trade is reported active and 
without abatement from the big volume of 
the last two months, even showing an in- 
crease with some of the dealers. Their in- 
‘quiries are coming in from all over the North 
and comprise small as well as large sized 
bills, many coming from Eastern wholesal- 
ers and retailers. Adding to this the country 
carload trade, and a decidedly satisfactory 
amount of business is visible. The dealers, 
however, do not show any undue anxiety to 
sell excepting to their regular customers, un- 
less they have a surplus in some item which 
they have no difficulty in disposing of, by 
the way, at the best figures. With short pine 
piece stuff selling at $15.50 and other items 
high in proportion, there is scarcely any- 
thing offffered and little activity shown in 
the cargo trade. The situation existing in 
the upper Mississippi district, where the 
mills are unable to obtain a sufficient supply 
of logs to enable them to run, is a strength- 
ening factor to prices at lake ports. There 
is no dry lumber unsold on Lake Superior 
and a heavy percentage of the 1902 cut has 
already been disposed of. Prices may not 
go higher, but there is no present expecta- 
tion of any lower values ruling before next 
year, if then, unless some disturbing busi- 
ness factor intervenes. Hemlock is now 
being held around $11.00 at the lake mills, 
with little or no stock to offer at moet points. 
Lath are somewhat more plentiful, but are 
not showing any particular weakness, being 
still held around $4.00. Shingles are moving 
actively at previous quotations, $2.75 to $2.85 
for cargo lots, and $2.90 to $2.95 for rail ship- 
ments.’’ 

Wheat traders were robbed of the oppor- 
tunity of digesting the May crop report on 
condition and acreage of winter wheat over 
Sunday. The government statistician did 
not issue the report Saturday, as orfginally 
announced, but postponed its publicatfon 
until today. The expectation that the report 
will on its face be bullish, the condition 
figures made up before the rains, which so 
improved crop prospects, had a steadying ef- 
fect on values late in the week. Earlier there 
had been a sharp break of nearly 2c on con- 
tinued selling of deferred futures by pro- 
fessional speculdtors on the improving crop 
prospects, and the discouragemént of local

narrow, in fact, July selling from 75%c down 
to Tac, and reaching at the close of the week 
to 75%-\%c, a net loss of %c. A strong fea- 
ture in the situation was the demand for May 
which moved up at the best to only %c dis- 
count under July, and closed %-ic under, a 
loss of only %c for the week. 


Wheat Market Factors. 


While copious rains in Kansae relieved the 
fears of wholesale damage and checked the 
deterioration of the crop, which had been 
going on rapidly, rains in the Northwest, es- 
pecially in the fertile Red River Valley, 
made the ground too wet for seeding and 
gave rise to claims that the acreage would 
be materially reduced. A few days of dry, 
warm weather were followed on Friday by 
further precipitation, snow and rain and 
colder weather making longer delay in seed- 
‘ing certain, and increasing the probability 
of a considerable reduction in the acreage. 
How much the reduction will amount to is, 
of course, a matter of guesswork still, but 
the unfavorable weather Northwest con- 
tributed mainly to the partial rally tn prices. 


Coarse Grains and Provisions. 


There were sharp fluctuations in corn, in 
which market the largely increased acreage 
and the expectation of a phenomenal yield, 
. based on present favorable conditions, were 
occasionally effective in depressing prices, 
while a fair cash demand, moderate receipts, 
support by the Harris-Gates interest, sup- 
posed to be long a large line, and fears of 
manipulation, alternating with fears that 
there would be no manipulation, were price 
helps. There was not much change in prices 
finally, May ic higher, July up ‘Xe, and 
September lower. Harrise-Gates in- 
sist that the situation warrants higher 
prices, saying: 

believe corn wil! be so scarce before 
another crop is available that materially 
higher prices this summer and fall are practi- 
cally certain. Comparison with other years 
is not possible, as we have never seen such 
small supplies and at the same time such an 
opportunity to feed corn to stock of all 
kinds at such a profit. As you know, the 
visible supply is only 6,000,000 bu, two-thirds 
of which is in Chicago. The amount in ir- 
regular warehouses here and in country ele- 
vators is small, while reserves in farmers’ 
hands are so light it means a practical ex- 
haustion before November. The best obtain- 
able figures show only 11 per cent of the crop 
left in reserve in Nebraska and 21 per cent 
in Illinois to last the remaining six months. 
The demand here is reducing our stock 500,- 
000 bu a week, the shipments going in all 
directions from New England to the South- 
west. The fact that speculative sentiment 
here is generally bearish at present is likely 
to prove in the end a help to the advance in 
price we expect to see later.” 

Small receipts of hogs, a continued good 
cash demand for products, support by pack- 
ers, and speculative buying on the small 
stocks and the expectation of greater scar- 
city of supplies in the future made a strong 
provision market. There were net advances 
of 10-30c in pork and 2%-12%c In ribs, lard 
unchanged to 12\%4c higher, with the current 
delivery showing the most strength.

YORK, May 10.—{Special.]—Devel- 
opments in the week affecting stock market 
values were influential in restricting trading, 
while bringing about a generally lower level 
of prices on the greater number of days, The 
week began with a collapse in a grcater num- 
ber of shares that had been advanced to 
fictitious prices, and ended with an anthra- 
elite coal strike announcement, 

In addition to these unfavorable factors 
the money market was against bull activi 
in stocks. Influences of a permanent char- 
acter were, however, favorable to the advo- 


the time, the strength of the genera! situa- 
tion was overshadowed by the temporary 
unsettling events of the week. 

The fall of International Power stock in 
the preceding week prepared the street for 
other sensations, and the breakdown of the 
so-called Webb-Meyer syndicate was, there- 
fore, not a complete surprise to careful mar- 
ket observers. The International Power epi- 
sode and the Webb-Meyer collapse were 
wholly of local significance. They were not 
the result of conditions affecting values in 
general, and their influence on stocks can 
only be temporary. 

The stock market situation has been vastly 
improved by the pricking of certain indus- 
trial bubbles. Liquidation that developed 
in the preceding week and continued with 
great force on Monday of last week brought 
out many weak accounts that subsequently 
passed into stronger hands. Moreover, the 
end of the boom in worthless securities 
strengthened the situation. 

Liquidation was purely speculative. In- 
vestment holdings were not thrown on the 
market, and well-margined owners were not 
disturbed. 

The decision by the coal miners to take a 
rest from labor, which is bringing them bet- 
ter wages than ever before in their history, 
comes at a time when the coal companies 
can best afford not to give in to the miners’ 
demands. The producing and carrying com- 
panies have enough coal on hand to meet all 
trade requirements without advancing the 
price to the consumer, but, of course, the 
consumer need not expect that-he will not 
be forced to pay higher prices as the result 
of the strike. 

As to the anthracite coal stocks, there ‘s 
only one opinion among careful market 
judges. It is that the coal stocks are always 
@ purchase on the declaration of a strike. 
The companies will have no heavy wage bills 
if the strike continues, while they will con- 
tinue to sell coal already mined. If the 
strike came in the fall or winter season the 
effect would be harmful to the companies, 
while its influence on the general situation 
would be greater than it can be at present. 

The coal miners received a 10 per cent ad- 
vance in wages in November, 1900 to stand 
until April, 1901. This in turn was contin- 
ued by agreement until April of the current 
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Condition of the Treasury.

The Overland Limited

young King Alfonso next week, was original- 
ly a society reporter of a Madrid paper. It 
was merely the illness of the Parliamentary 
reporter of his paper that led him to take 
up political work. His work, however, in 
the reporters’ gallery of the Cortes gave so 
much satisfaction to his managing editor 
that he was sent down to a country town to 
help elect the Liberal candidate. The re- 
sults of his mission were not altogether those 
anticipated by hia employers. For his 
speeches in behalf of the candidate pleased 
the electors so much that they insisted on 
returning him to Parliament as their repre- 
sentative in place of the man whom he had 
come to help.* 

For the nonce he gave up journalism. But 
when later on he was exiled for his too 
ardent liberalism. he established himself in 

ndon and earned a handsome income there 
as correspondent of a number of the leading 
Spanish papers. ‘ 

It is doubtful whether there is any h 
statesman, who is so deeply attached to the 
young King as Sagasta, and the Queen 
Regent undoubtedly reposes more confidence 
in him than in any one else. At her husband's 
death Canovas, who was at the time Spanish 
Premier, and at the head of a large Conser- 
vative majority in the Cortes, himself advised 
the Queen Regent to take the extraordinary 
step of dismissing his own Cabinet and to 
entrust the formation of a new administra- 
tion to the Liberal leader Sagasta. Canovas 
assured her that the most dangerous foe 
of the monarchy during the minority of the 
young King would be the republicans, and 
declared that by placing Sagasta in office at 
the head of a Liberal administration, pledged 
to a series of Liberal reforms, the republican 
elemefit might be, temporarily at any rate, 
muzzled and rendered innocuous. 

This advice proved thoroughly justified. 
The Queen Regent, who is a liberal-minded 
woman at heart, became extremely fond of 
Sagasta, and so too did the little King, who 
from his earliest childhood used to delight 
in climbing upon the old Minister's knee and 
playing with his eye glasses. Curiously 


the little King as a child became im- 
bued with distaste for Canovas, and when 
on one occasion the Conservative leader ad- 
dressed him by his ni of “Alfonsito,’’ 
he indignantly replied, “ I am not Alfonsito 
to you, Iam only that to my mother and sis- 

,ters. To you I am El Rey’ (the King.) 
Sagasta is now an old man, near eighty 
years of age, and his faceis seamed by age and 


. by care, with as many lines and furrows as 


old Field Marshal Moltke during the closing 
years of his life. He is quite small and 


~ shrunk, and when he gets up to speak in the 


Cortes his voice at first sounds weak, hesi- 
tating, undecided, with even the suspicion of 
a quaver. But in a few minutes he seizes 
hold of his audience, every one becomes fas- 
cinated, and although he speaks quietly, 
and rarely raises his tone, yet his utterances 
aré full of life and fire, with plenty of flat- 
tery, but, above all, quiet irony. He lives 
very quietly and simply in a flat on the 
Puerta Del Sol, and like his great politica! 
rival, the late Senor Canovas, is renowned 
for his sterling integrity, a quality which 
commands extraordinary respect in a coun- 
try where there is so much administrative 
and political corruption as in Spain. 


To him quite as much as to the Queen Re- 
gent belongs the credit of having preserved 
the Spant:h throne from overthrow through 
most troublous times from the time of the 
little King’s birth until his majority, and as 
soon as Don Alfonso XIII. takes the reins of 
government into his own hands old Sagasta 
will be able to intone his “ Nunc Dizmittis " 
and to retire into private life. 


Princesa Henry of Battenberg, the young- 
est sister of King Edward, and one of the 
most gifted members of the royal family, 
is about to become a prominent and impor- 
tant figure in English society, to which she 
has until now been more or less of a stranger 
owing to the fact that she was the constant 
companion of &er mother, and therefore 
necessarily a participator of -the latter’s 
privacy and seclusion, 

It will scarcely be believed that, although 
she is nearer 50 than 40 years of age, she has, 
never dined out in London—I mean with any 
non-royal personage—or attended any ball 
in London, save those state functions at 
Buckingham Palace, while the only country 
house at which she has ever staid has been 
Dalkeith palace, where she was for twenty- 
four hours the guest of the Duke and 
Duchess of Buccleuch, 

Yet she is fond of society, possesses, thanks 
to her mother, a handsome fortune to supple- 
ment her annual allowance from the national 
treasury of $30,000 a year, enjoys the use of 
a beautiful furnished residence for life at 
Kensington palace, where she has her tal- 
ented sister, Princess Louise, Duchess of 
Argyll, .as a neighbor, is a superb musician 
and a composer of no mean skill, clever with . 
both brush and pencil, a charming conversa- 
tionalist, added to which she has an un- 
rivaled experience of court etiquette, court 
history, and even of the inner side of politics, 
acquired during her constant association 
with her mother, the late Queen, whose con- 
fidant and counselor she was. 

Princess Henry's particular friend in Lon- 
Gon society in the past has been Lady 
Granby, and it is probable, therefore, that 
she will see a good deal of the latter, as well 
as of the Duchess of Portland. But I doubt 
whether she will fancy all the friends of 
Lady Granby, whose circle is more artistic 
than exclusive. For Princess Henry has a 
keen sense of her own dignity, and is far less 
disposed to permit any familiarity than her 
sisters or her brothers. Indeed, she is much 
less easy going her sister, Princess 
Christian, whose kindness of heart and devo- 
tion to the poor and suffering leads her to 
accord social recognition to people—English 
as well as foreign—whose sole pretension 
thereto is based on the fact that they con- 
tribute to her pet charities.

ANOTHER REBELLION STORY. 
“The Claybognées,” by William Sage, 
Deals with Our Civil War. 
While William Sage in “ The Claybornes 
(Houghton, Mifflin & Co.) cannot be said to 
have written a novel distinguished el 
for originality or unique characterization, 
must be said in all justice that his story 


It is a tale of the civil war—the old story of 
a Southern family divided between the for- 
tunes of the State and the fate of the repub- 
lic. The elder Clayborne and one son cast 
their fortunes with Virginia. The elder 
son, an officer of the army, stands by his 
soldier’s oath and joins the federal forces, 
Regina Bowle, a beautiful neighbor, who 
might have fallen in love with the elder 
brother, becomes a spy for the rebel army, 
and, through Major Clayborne releasing her 
when she is captured, gets him into serious 
trouble. Meanwhile he has fallen in love 
with the daughter of a federal General, and 
the women meet in a melodramatic way. 

There are all sorts of complicated adven- 
tures on the part of the two brothers and 
the two women, and Regina proves all that 
a woman would who sank her sex to be- 
come a spy, taking the fortunes of war as 
they come. She becomes reckless of honor 
and ready to sacrifice the man she more than 
half loves, his sweetheart, and all others to 
the cause she serves. Marjorie Ware, on the 
other hand, is a sweet and womanly person 
and brave as: the bravest when her ordeal 
comes. 

It will be seen from this that the book is 
not original as to. character or plot. Never- 
theless the picture of the two brothers 
fighting on opposite sides is brought out 
with great strength, and the calm bravery 
of one and the brave recklessness of the 
other are well differentiated. Their hand-to- 
hand fratricidal struggle in the dark on the 
river bank is thrilling, and the reconcilia- 
tion, in which all the past is at once wiped 
out, is a picture which had its counterpart 
in hundreds of real life incidents. 

There is another hero in the book, a war 
correspondent, who strikes up an acquaint- 
ance with the union Clayborne and proves 
a friend on more than one occasion. While 
he does not seem to do much corresponding, 
the hero and his sweetheart could hardly do 
without him. The book’closes with a pretty 
picture of the reconciled Claybornes mar- 
ried and among their families, while the cor- 
respondent as a guest at their table pro- 
poses a toast to the reunited nation and the 
old flag. ~ 

There is no partisanship in the book, and 
the patriotism and single-heartedness is de- 
picted as being as strong on one side as it 
is on the other. There are some good pic- 
tures of army. life, a few stirring descrip- 
tions of the fighting, and a glimpse here and 
there of some of the real notables of the war. 


THOROUGHLY ENJOYABLE BOOK. 
“John Kenadie.” The First Novel by 
Ripley Dunlap Saunéers. 

Mr. Ripley D. Saunders has done a g00d 
piece of work in his novel, “ John Kenadie ” 
(Houghton, Miffim & Co.). To begin with, 
he has given a fine picture of life in the cot- 
ton belt of Arkansas, a fleld almost un- 
touched in fiction. Secondly, he has drawn 
life-like characters and made them talk in 
colloquial fashion as suchgcharacters would 
do under the circumstances in which he 
places them. The story is that of a blood 
feud between two cousins, the father of one 
having killed the father of an umborn boy. 
The mother prayed for a man child that he 
might grow up to avenge his father’s death, 
but after the boy was born, she, being by 
a nature a sweet and reverent woman, re- 
pented her prayers. She moves away in or- 
der that the boys may not meet, but fate 
brings them together, and all the mother’s 
efforts are bent upon making the lads love 
Neach other. She, herself, lavishes nearly as 
much affection upon Hugh as she does upon 
John, her own beloved “ Sonnie.” 

John is a splendid fellow of ten when he 
first meets Hugh. He loves the country, the 
trees, and the birds. He can imitate their 
calls and he is full of charming negro super- 
stition and legend concerning the songsters. 
The boys have never met before and do not 
know their relationship. Only the mother 
‘Miss Sugdrlump” Kenadie, and Gil 
Rolfe, the old schoolmaster, have the secret. 
Instinctively the lads hate each other, and 
they fight the second day John goes to 
school. 

Hugh has inherited recklessness from his 
father, and he and John grow up fated to 
cross each other’s path and each other’s love. 
Even as lads at school they quarrel over the 
little coquette, Betty Thorndike, and the 
feud goes on into manhood. Poor, gentle,

ing undone to make the boys o e their 
mutual hatred, but all in vain. Betty's 
coquetry does not help matters, and the in- 
tervention of another woman brings on a 
conflict in which each is wounded almost to 
death: They recover, however, and Hugh 
leaves the country, and the book closes with 
John and Betty and dear Miss Sugarlump 
happy at last. 

A common enough story, perhaps, but, as 
Mr. Saunders tells it, it tales hold of you as 
though you were one of the L’Anguille peo- 
ple and had seen the whole drama enacted 
before your eyes. The author’s newspaper 
training has made him write the story with- 
out a superfluous word, going straight to 
the heart of things. He puts you in sympathy 
with every one in the play, even flirtatious 
Betty and reckless Hugh, and you are en- 
abled to understand their motives without 
being burdened by long psychological dis- 
gentions and analyses. 

John Kenadie is a perfectly natural man, 
with all the virtues and all the faults of his 
eex. As Mr. Saunders has drawn him, he is 
lovable and not easily forgotten.. His mother 
is just as charming as such a Southern 
matron would be and is evidently drawn 
from life. The same fidelity to nature is 
found in Betty and old Rolfe. The book is 
thoroughly enjoyable.
